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Sterling  A.  Rachootin 


I recently  acquired  an  interesting  coin/token.  It  was  the  U.S.  large  cent 
with  the  counterstamp  “VOTE  THE  LAND  FREE.”  I knew  nothing  about 
this  token,  but  deep  down  I had  a gut  feeling  that  it  had  some  bearing  on 
Civil  War  tokens.  So  I began  reading  some  history  books,  political  memor- 
abilia books,  encyclopedias,  and  catalogues.  Some  key  words  began  to 
surface,  such  as  Martin  Van  Buren,  Andrew  Jackson,  Free  Soil  Party,  elec- 
tion of  1840,  etc.  From  this  search  I do  believe  I have  a probable  explana- 
tion for  the  die  248. 


Follow  my  development  and  I believe  you  will  agree  with  my  conclu- 
sions. Andrew  Jackson  was  our  first  president  who  was  born  in  a log  cabin, 
and  who  was  not  an  aristocrat.  He  was  tough,  strong  willed,  and  felt  that  a 
president  should  lead.  He  had  great  confidence  and  did  not  hesitate  to  act 
on  his  strong  feelings.  He  was  a Jeffersonian  democrat  and  felt  that  “The 
people  should  rule.”  He  wanted  regulation  of  the  banks,  the  right  of  work- 
ers to  organize  unions,  free  public  education  through  high  school,  the  10 
hour  day,  etc.  Jackson  was  a rugged  individualist.  At  age  13  he  fought  in 
the  Revolutionary  War  and  was  captured.  After  capture,  he  refused  to  pol- 
ish the  boots  of  a British  officer  and  had  a sword  drawn  against  him.  He 
was  an  Indian  fighter  and  was  a general  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  earned  the 
nickname  “Old  Hickory”  by  the  toughness  he  displayed.  Jackson’s  reputa- 
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tion  carried  far  and  wide,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  he  had  a large  and  devoted 
following,  which  swept  him  into  office  as  president  for  two  terms. 

Jackson  chose  Martin  Van  Buren  as  his  vice  president  for  his  second 
term.  Jackson’s  popularity  and  prestige  automatically  spilled  over  to  Martin 
Van  Buren.  It  was  Jackson’s  support  for  Van  Buren  that  enabled  him  to 
gain  the  presidency.  Van  Buren  also  had  a nickname.  It  was  “Old  Kinder- 
hook,”  as  Kinderhook  was  the  small  New  York  town  where  he  was  born 
and  grew  up.  Van  Buren  rode  into  office  popular  and  widely  acclaimed  on 
the  coattails  of  Andrew  Jackson.  After  just  37  days  in  office,  the  Great 
Panic  of  1837  struck,  which  was  the  first  and  long  lasting  depression  to  hit 
America.  Van  Buren  did  not  cope  very  successfully  with  it  and  it  dragged 
on.  It  was  a primary  cause  for  his  defeat  for  a second  term.  The  electoral 
vote  was  234  to  60,  but  the  popular  vote  was  very  close,  just  150,000 
votes  difference  out  of  a total  of  2,500,000  cast.  This  only  proves  that  Mar- 
tin Van  Buren  was  still  quite  popular  despite  the  horrible  depression. 

During  the  1840  election  campaign  that  Van  Buren  waged,  some  of  his 
political  campaign  objects  had  on  them  (usually  the  underside)  the  abbre- 
viation for  “Old  Kinderhook  - O.K.”  For  whatever  reason,  “O.K.”  really 
caught  on  like  wild  fire  and  in  a short  period  of  time  it  became  part  of  the 
vernacular  speech  of  the  country,  even  Van  Buren’s  opponent  Harrison 
used  “O.K.”  on  his  banners  and  cider  barrel  parade  standards.* 

Words  enter  our  language  in  many  strange  and  unusual  ways.  The 
word  “telescope”  came  from  two  Greek  roots  “tele”  meaning  far  off  and 
“scope"  meaning  to  see,  thus  we  use  a telescope  to  see  far  off.  The  word 
“Sabbath”  comes  to  us  from  the  Hebrew  “Shabbat”  meaning  day  of  rest. 
From  Arabia  we  got  the  word  coffee  as  the  Arabs  were  the  first  to  discover 
its  use.  “Kangaroo”  had  a humorous  entry  into  English.  When  Captain 
Cook  first  saw  this  strange  animal  hopping  about  he  asked  the  Aborigine 
next  to  him,  “What  is  that  strange  creature?”  The  Aborigine  not  under- 
standing English  said  “Kangaroo,  meaning:  I don’t  understand  what  you 
are  saying.”  Captain  Cook  turned  to  his  crew  and  said,  “Gentlemen,  that’s 
a kangaroo!”  The  inveterate  card  player,  Lord  of  Sandwich,  refused  to 
leave  the  card  game  he  was  engaged  in  and  ordered  his  servant  to  fetch 
him  some  meat  and  lace  it  between  two  pieces  of  bread  so  that  his  fingers 
wouldn’t  soil  the  playing  cards.  Voila,  the  word  “sandwich”  made  its  entry 
into  the  English  language. 

The  very  famous  American  word  “O.K.”  has  its  roots  in  Martin  Van 
Buren’s  nickname  “Old  Kinderhook  - O.K.”  Its  usage  sprung  up  in  the  1840 
political  campaign  and  its  general  meaning  revolved  around  the  idea  of  full 
agreement,  approval,  or  endorsement.  Not  only  is  this  word  still  popular

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today,  but  is  has  been  accepted  in  most  languages  in  the  world. 

In  1840  a new  party  was  hastily  organized,  and  Martin  Van  Buren  was 
selected  to  be  its  presidential  candidate.  This  was  a third  party.  This  party 
was  called  the  Free  Soil  Party.  They  were  not  Abolitionists,  but  they  op- 
posed the  extension  of  slavery  in  the  new  emerging  states  that  came  out 
of  the  Mexican  War.  Their  platform  could  be  formulated  from  their  slogan, 
“Free  Soil,  free  speech,  free  labor  and  free  men.”  In  this  hastily  organized 
third  party  no  electoral  votes  were  gained,  but  13  members  were  elected 
to  the  House  of  Representatives  and  Salmon  Chase  and  Charles  Sumner 
won  seats  in  the  Senate.  A conservative  faction  of  the  New  York  Demo- 
cratic Party  joined  forces  with  them,  and  they  were  known  as  the  Barn- 
burners. Their  opponents  said  that  they  would  burn  down  barns  to  get  rid 
of  the  rats,  meaning  that  they  were  violently  opposed  to  slavery. 

Martin  Van  Buren  did  not  support  Lincoln  in  his  bid  for  the  presidency, 
but  he  did  support  Lincoln  in  his  effort  to  put  down  the  Secession.  Van  Bur- 
en died  in  1862. 

In  Lincoln’s  second  run  for  the  presidency  it  was  not  a sure  winning 
ticket.  There  was  much  discontent  even  though  the  war  was  winding  down. 
There  were  the  high  casualty  rate,  the  great  devastation,  the  draft  riots, 
etc.  General  McClellan  was  a popular  figure,  so  the  Republicans  had  to 
mobilize  all  their  forces  and  resolve  to  win  the  election. 

Die  248  with  its  13  links  forming  a circle  and  enclosing  the  word  “O.K.” 
not  only  reinforces  the  often  sounded  plea  for  unity  and  union,  but  in  my 
opinion,  also  is  providing  recognition  of  the  democratic  hero  Martin  Van 
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Soldier’s  Vote  envelope  of  the  1864  Presidential  Election  from  the 
Sterling  A.  Rachootin  collection. 
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Buren  and  his  growing  party  of  Free  Soilers  who  were  gaining  in  popularity 
in  the  North.  It  is  not  just  a coincidence  that  die  248  appears  on  the  re- 
verse of  three  different  Lincoln  dies,  but  was  a well  planned  political  move 
to  gain  the  votes  of  Democrats  as  well  as  the  Republicans  already  siding 
with  the  Union  League. 

Lincoln  and  the  republican  Party  went  so  far  as  to  extend  the  franchise 
to  men  in  the  armed  forces.  Below  are  two  interesting  postal  memorabilia 
from  the  era  demonstrating  how  votes  were  handled  in  the  military  for  the 
1864  presidential  election.  It  must  be  said  that  McClellan  made  a strong 
showing  in  this  election.

My  “Vote  the  Land  Free”  coin/token  will  form  a special  niche  in  my 
Civil  War  token  collection  and  will  fit  in  with  my  other  political  medalets 
which  were  produced  for  the  1860  and  1864  elections. 

I would  like  very  much  to  hear  from  any  of  you  who  can  make  a 
stronger  or  different  case  for  die  248  and  its  significance  or  reason  for 
being.

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A Camouflaged  Patriotic  Token?

Can  a General  George  B.  McClellan  token  be  considered  a skillfully 
designed  piece  to  enhance  his  presidential  campaign,  raise  funds  for  the 
campaign,  and  yet  not  allow  his  opponent’s  party  to  challenge  their  adher- 
ence to  the  law  prohibiting  tokens?  Or  was  the  token’s  legend  just  a naive 
choice  of  words? 


The  patriotic  token  cataloged1  as  Fuld  143/261  may  be  considered  a 
maverick  among  the  several  McClellan  tokens.  Is  it  an  ordinary  patriotic 
token,  a medalet,  a political  piece,  or  some  other  critter? 

The  legend  on  the  obverse  (Fuld  143)  of  this  token  is  easy  to  ignore 
or,  if  you  linger,  fail  to  see  anything  unusual  about  these  words.  This 
lengthy  legend  reads  THIS  MEDAL  OF  G.B.  McCLELLAN  * PRICE.  The 
reverse  side  (Fuld  261)  is  a deliberate  copy  of  the  reverse  side  of  the  1860 
type  U.S.  One  Cent,  Indian  head  with  shield  coin.  The  combination  of  the 
mysterious  and  the  deliberate  coin  imitation  make  this  token  worthy  of 
studied  consideration. 

First,  is  it  a medalet?  The  Fuld  catalog  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens,  4th 
revised  edition,  describes  and  lists  specific  medalets  as  “those  pieces 
which  were  obviously  issued  for  purposes  other  than  as  a circulating  med- 
ium in  lieu  of  the  hoarded  government  coinage.”2  The  patriotic  token  Fuld 
143/261  is  not  included  in  that  listing  of  medalets.  It  fails  that  definition. 

Considering  that  the  word  MEDAL  is  used  in  the  legend  why  should  it 
not  be  obviously  classified  as  a medalet?  This  is  easily  answered  by 
inverting  the  token  to  the  reverse  side.  With  that  side  it  looks  just  like  an 
Indian-head  penny  of  the  period,  designed  to  circulate  with  other  coins.  It 
even  lacks  the  disclaiming  word  NOT  as  has  appeared  on  36  patriotic 
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token  designs  with  imitation  coin  backs  that  were  produced  and  circulated 
in  large  quantities. 

Second,  failing  the  medalet  definition  is  it  just  another  patriotic  token 
that  promotes  the  persona  of  a popular  war-hero  or  is  it  a political  piece 
supporting  a presidential  candidate?  It  is  probably  more  of  the  latter  but, 
perhaps,  with  a different  twist.  The  token  is  evidently  designed  to  circulate 
hence  the  ONE  CENT  reverse  which  is  a deliberate  copy  of  the  U.S.  coin. 
If  it  is  political  it  probably  was  issued  in  1864  but  before  McClellan  became 
a full-fledged  presidential  candidate.  Hence  it  does  not  refer  to  his  candi- 


dacy as  does  Fuld  138A. 


George  B.  McClellan  was  late  in  formally  accepting  the  nomination  of 
presidential  candidate  for  the  Democratic  Party  until  September  8th  1864. 3 
Preceding  that  on  April  22,  1864  was  an  Act  of  Congress  which  banned 
tokens  from  circulating  as  pseudo  coins.  Yet  tokens  had  become  a popular 
commodity  and  the  public  was  used  to  handling  them  the  same  as  U.S. 
coins.  Thus  the  token  could  be  a convenient  method  of  daily  keeping  their 
candidate  or  potential  candidate,  depending  on  time  of  issue,  in  front  of  a 
large  number  of  the  voters  as  well  as  a source  of  funds  if  they  would  cir- 
culate as  a substitute  for  legal  money.  To  flaunt  the  ban  imposed  by  Con- 
gress would  not  only  be  illegal  but  also  was  bad  politics.  However,  the 
possibility  of  selling  these  tokens  as  souvenir  pieces  and  making  a profit 
while  keeping  their  candidate  prominent  was  a hard  lure  to  resist.  Could 
this  dilemma  have  been  resolved  by  adding  the  word  PRICE  to  the  front 
side  and  the  so-called  selling  price  ONE  CENT  was  displayed  on  the  back. 
Thus  they  would  be  selling  this  as  a souvenir  piece  and  not  violating  the 
ban  on  issuing  tokens  that  circulated  as  money.  What  others  would  do  with 
these  McClellan  souvenirs  was  beyond  party  control.  They  would  also 
make  these  souvenir  pieces  available  in  a “limited  edition”  form  by  striking 
a small  quantity  in  six  other  metals  and  sell  them  at  a premium. 
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Sfeivsrillc  March  1, 1863. 

•Ullentown  Bank 
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Redeemable  in  sums  of  One  or  more  Dollars 
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General  McClellan  handsomely  lost  the  November  1864  election, 
receiving  only  44%  of  the  popular  vote  (only  22%  of  the  military  voted  for 
McClellan).  In  general  a large  amount  of  tokens  continued  in  circulation  as 
issued  by  merchants  and  anonymous  assumed  patriotic  vendors.  There 
were  grounds  for  any  Congressional  action  about  the  camouflaged  McClel- 
lan token  which  could  be  considered  vindictive  by  the  victors  in  the 
election. 

In  summary,  the  choice  of  words  on  this  token  were  very  discrete.  The 
word  MEDAL  was  chosen  to  avoid  considering  them  as  a token  or  coin 
substitute.  The  deceptive  word  PRICE  gave  the  appearance  of  credibility 
of  merchandise  or  souvenir  being  offered  for  retail  sale  with  the  price  of 
ONE  CENT  squeezed,  because  of  lack  of  space,  onto  the  back  side.  This 
theory  is  conjecture  because  of  the  cunning  used  in  designing  the  token  to 
avoid  punishment  by  the  U.S.  government.  It  served  to  keep  the  image  of 
the  candidate  visible  while  adding  funds  to  the  party  treasury  by  the  sale  of 
these  pieces.

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Recently  I purchased  a small  Rhode  Island  Civil  War  token  (Fuld  # Rl 
700  G-4a)  that  I had  only  seen  a couple  of  times  in  the  last  five  years. 
Although  it  had  Extremely  Fine  sharpness,  it  had  been  cleaned  at  one  time 
and  was  not  a thing  of  beauty.  Yet,  its  reverse,  which  features  the  legend, 
"Rhode  Island  in  the  field  first,"  brought  to  mind  the  stories  of  several  people 
who  lived  during  the  Civil  War.  Each  of  them  had  interesting  and  in  some 
cases  tragic  lives. 


Rhode  Island  was  indeed  "in  the  field  first."  Only  a week  after  the  attack 
on  Fort  Sumter,  the  1st  Rhode  Island  regiment  left  for  Washington,  DC.  Their 
arrival  in  the  capital  helped  to  relieve  the  anxiety  that  had  griped  the  city 
when  it  seemed  that  the  Rebel  army  would  soon  overrun  it.  The  state's  most 
famous  general,  Abrose  Burnside,  who  led  the  1st  Rhode  Island  regiment, 
greatly  impressed  President  Abraham  Lincoln.  Burnside's  early  appearance 
on  the  scene  would  lead  to  his  promotion  to  positions  that  far  exceeded  his 
military  capabilities. 

The  Rhode  Island  1st  regiment  was  outfitted  and  financed  by  the  state's 
governor,  William  Sprague.  Sprague,  who  had  inherited  a considerable  for- 
tune from  his  family's  textile  business,  was  handsome  and  proud;  but  his 
contemporaries  considered  him  shallow  and  erratic.  Sprague,  who  dreamed 
of  military  glory,  offered  to  waive  his  state's  three  month  military  enlistment 
rules  in  exchange  for  an  appointment  as  a major  general  in  the  army.  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  declined  that  proposal  but  offered  Sprague  the  rank  of  briga- 
dier general  instead.  Sprague  refused  stating  that  the  people  of  Rhode  Island 
would  consider  the  lower  rank  "an  insult."  During  the  war  the  1st  Rhode 
Island  "skedaddled"  when  things  got  hot  during  the  Union  rout  at  the  First 
Battle  of  Bull  Run.  Later  the  regiment  regrouped  and  served  faithfully  until 
the  end  of  the  war. 
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William  Sprague  served  as  governor  until  1863  when  he  resigned  to 
become  a U.S.  senator.  That  year  he  married  Kate  Chase,  the  beautiful  and 
vivacious  daughter  of  Treasury  Secretary  Salmon  P.  Chase.  Kate,  who  was 
the  most  admired  young  woman  in  Washington  society,  could  have  wedded 
almost  any  man  she  wanted;  but  she  married  Sprague  for  his  money.  Kate, 
whose  heart  really  did  belong  to  daddy,  dreamed  that  she  would  use 
Sprague's  fortune  to  finance  her  father's  campaign  for  the  presidency. 
Although  Salmon  Chase  did  become  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  he 
never  came  close  to  becoming  president;  and  Kate  gave  up  her  chance  for 
marital  bliss  to  a lost  cause. 

William  Sprague  lost  most  of  his  fortune  during  the  Panic  of  1873,  an 
economic  depression  that  lasted  for  five  years.  After  he  lost  his  fortune, 
Sprague  became  even  more  mentally  unstable.  Finally  in  1882,  after  he  had 
been  unfaithful  to  his  wife,  Kate  divorced  him.  Sprague  quickly  remarried 
and  ran  off  to  Paris,  France  where  he  lived  with  his  new  bride  until  his  death 
in  1915. 

In  her  later  years  Kate  Chase  lived  in  her  father's  rundown  Washington 
home  in  poverty.  To  earn  a living,  she  sold  chickens  and  milk  door  to  door 
to  the  owners  of  the  mansions  where  she  had  once  been  the  belle  of  the  ball. 
Kate  died  in  1899. 

As  you  can  see,  one  little  token  can  bring  to  mind  many  interesting  stor- 
ies and  personalities.  It  is  for  that  reason  that  I have  found  that  building  a col- 
lection Civil  War  tokens  can  be  a most  rewarding  pastime.

The  following  policy  and  terms  will  be  observed  by  the  Society’s 
Verification  Service.  Please  read  carefully  before  submitting  specimens  to 
the  Verification  Officer. 

1 .The  verification  service  is  presently  performed  at  no  charge  to  members 
of  the  CWTS.  In  the  future,  a charge  may  be  necessary  and  will  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  directors. 

2.  Examination  of  specimens  submitted  by  nonmembers  of  the  CWTS  will 
be  at  the  option  of  the  Verification  Officer. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  A stated  value  by  the  owner  is  required  for  each  specimen  submitted  to 
the  Service.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  return  insurance 
without  this  value  submitted.  All  specimens  will  be  returned  by  insured 
or  Registered  insured  mail. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  a 2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
Service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or 
cardboard,  stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against 
possible  damage  on  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from 
holder  by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination. 
This  requires  the  token  be  submerged  in  water. 

6.  Unless  permission  is  specifically  denied  on  the  request,  the  Service  may 
do  a touchstone  test  on  the  edge  of  the  token.

John  Marr  engraved  the  dies  for  many  Wisconsin  merchant  Civil  War 
tokens,  and  he  produced  nearly  all  of  the  store  cards  that  were  issued  by  the 
Milwaukee  merchants.  His  work  was  first  rate,  and  he  was  among  the  most 
talented  artists  who  produced  dies  for  the  CWTs. 

Marr  was  born  in  Thuringia,  Germany  in  1831.  He  emigrated  to  the 
United  States  in  1851  and  settled  in  Hartford,  Connecticut.  There  he  met 
Bertha  Bodenstein,  a fellow  German  emigrant,  and  married  her  in  1855. 
That  same  year  the  couple  moved  to  Milwaukee  where  John  established 
himself  as  a general  engraver. 

John  Marr's  first  business  partner  was  H.  Bodenstein  who  may  have  been 
an  in-law.  That  partnership  was  short  lived,  and  in  1856  Marr  opened  a new 
business  with  Peter  L.  Mossin  who  was  already  a well-known  engraver  in  the 
Milwaukee  area.  In  their  first  public  announcement,  Mossin  & Marr  adver- 
tised that  their  business  was,  "Copperplate  engraving  & printing,  notorial  and 
all  kinds  of  official  seals,  stencils  & brands  & c/  The  Mossin  & Marr  partner- 
ship lasted  for  less  than  ten  years.  During  that  time  the  company  was  located 
at  three  different  addresses.  In  1865  the  Milwaukee  city  directory  listed  Peter 
Mossin  and  John  Marr  at  separate  locations  which  indicated  that  the  partner- 
ship had  dissolved  by  that  time. 

In  1863  Mossin  & Marr  began  to  produce  Civil  War  tokens  for  private 
merchants.  Many  pieces  were  signed  only  by  Marr  which  indicates  that  he 
may  have  produced  all  of  token  dies  for  the  firm.  All  but  a few  of  the  Mossin 
& Marr  tokens  have  upset  rims  with  sharply  defined  denticles  and  high  relief 
devices.  The  design  and  overall  appearance  of  most  pieces  is  excellent. 

As  was  the  case  with  most  CWT  makers,  most  Mossin  & Marr  tokens 
featured  a custom  made  merchant's  die  for  the  obverse  and  a generic  design 
for  the  reverse.  Although  the  firm  produced  five  basic  designs  for  their  gen- 
eric dies,  only  three  varieties  are  seen  with  any  regularity. 
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The  most  daring  of  these  is  the  "naked  Amazon"  (store  card  variety 
#1220,  patriotic  die  #218).  This  design  features  a partially  clad  lady  with  an 
eagle  on  her  head,  a shield  on  her  right  arm,  a pole  with  a liberty  cap  at  the 
top  in  her  left  hand  and  an  American  flag  in  the  background.  This  design  was 
very  risqu£  for  the  19th  century  (A  fully  struck  example  is  more  explicit  than 
a well  struck  Type  one  Standing  Liberty  quarter.),  but  many  of  Mossin  & 
Marr's  customers  gave  it  a try,  at  least  on  a few  of  their  tokens.  Mossin  & 


Marr  used  the  "naked  Amazon'  on  their  own  store  card  (Wl  510  AD-1  a) 
which  features  one  of  their  best  "words  and  flourishes'  designs  on  its 
obverse. 


A far  more  conservative  design  featured  an  eagle  with  outstretched 
wings  and  a union  shield  on  its  breast.  There  are  three  minor  variations  of 
this  eagle  (store  card  numbers  1194  though  1196),  but  only  variety,  #1194, 
is  common.  Mossin  & Marr's  customers  often  chose  this  design. 
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A third  design,  which  features  Stephen  Douglas,  was  ordered  only  by 
Milwaukee  jeweler  H.  Upmeyer.  This  piece,  which  comes  in  two  minor 
varieties  (Store  card  varieties  1 155  and  1 156  and  Patriotic  varieties  154  and 
1 54A),  was  a memorial,  not  a political  piece.  Douglas  died  before  this  vari- 
ety was  issued  in  1863. 


Two  other  designs,  an  attractive  eagle  perched  on  a cannon  with  the 
legend  "liberty  for  all"  above  it,  and  the  word  "America"  surrounded  by  a 
field  of  stars  and  a wreath,  were  seldom  ordered  and  were  used  to  strike  very 
limited  quantities  of  the  store  cards.  These  two  designs  are  most  easily 
obtained  by  purchasing  an  example  of  a patriotic  token,  Fuld  1 60/41  7. 


Most  Mossin  & Marr  customers  ordered  simple  tokens  with  the  name 
and  nature  of  their  business  and  perhaps  an  address.  A few  opted  for  store 
cards  which  featured  attractive  images.  All  but  one  of  these  merchants  were 
located  in  Milwaukee.  The  designs  ranged  from  a simple  beer  barrel  to  an 
attractive  portrait  of  the  owner.  Although  a few  of  these  tokens  are  very 
scarce,  they  are  all  available.  The  rarity  estimates  provided  here  are  based  on 
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my  observations  and  an  excellent  series  of  articles  by  Bob  Kraft  that  were 
published  in  "The  Journal'  in  1990  and  '91  (Winter  1990  and  Spring  and 
Summer  1991).  Anyone  who  is  interested  in  Wisconsin  Civil  War  tokens 
should  obtain  a copy  of  these  landmark  articles  or  view  Bob's  Wisconsin 
CWT  video. 

Wl  340  B-la  T.  Hofmann  Brewery,  Kilbourn  City,  Wisconsin. 


T.  Hofmann  was  the  only  merchant  outside  Milwaukee  who  opted  for  a 
picture  on  his  Mossin  & Marr  store  card.  The  only  device  is  a simple  but 
attractive  beer  barrel  in  high  relief  in  the  center  of  the  obverse.  The  only 
fault  with  the  piece  is  that  Marr  misspelled  the  town's  name  (Kylbourn). 

This  token  is  rated  an  R-7  (11  to  20  known),  and  it  is  quite  near  that 
level.  The  two  examples  that  I have  seen  were  damaged.  The  piece  in  my 
collection  has  EF  sharpness  but  was  lightly  cleaned  with  an  abrasive.  Kraft 
reported  two  pieces  in  Mint  State,  but  I have  not  seen  any  Hofmann  tokens 
that  were  close  to  that  level.  Price  estimate  for  VF  with  minor  damage  to  EF- 
AU:  $100  to  $225.  8 

Wl  510  A-la  E.  Aschermann  & Co.  Cigars  and  Tobacco 


The  Native  Americans  introduced  tobacco  to  Western  civilization.  This 
piece  features  an  Indian  brave  on  a pony  with  a bow  an  arrow  in  his  hands. 
It  s a very  attractive  token  and  quite  affordable. 
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Bob  Kraft  has  downgraded  this  piece  from  an  R-5  to  an  R-3,  and  he  is 
probably  correct.  EF  examples  can  be  found,  but  Uncirculated  pieces  with 
mint  red  are  quite  illusive.  Price  estimate  EF  to  Ch.  AU:  $27  to  $50. 

YVI  510  B-la  Wisconsin  Brewery,  C.H.  Bast 


This  is  one  of  only  two  pieces  signed  "Mossin  & Marr'.  Although  this 
piece  has  been  attributed  to  John  Marr,  I believe  that  someone  else,  most 
likely  Peter  Mossin,  may  have  cut  these  dies.  The  rims  are  shallow,  which  is 
quite  unlike  the  Marr's  other  work  and  the  overall  relief  is  much  lower  than 
usual.  In  short  the  workmanship  on  this  piece  is  not  as  good  as  that  seen  on 
the  other  Mossin  & Marr  tokens. 

This  token  is  rated  an  R-5,  but  it's  one  of  those  elusive  varieties  that  you 
can't  find  when  you  want  one.  It's  also  very  scarce  in  any  grade  above  VF;  I 
have  never  seen  one  in  EF  or  better.  As  Bob  Kraft  said,  the  beer  drinkers  put 
these  brewery  tokens  to  good  use.  Price  estimate  in  VF:  $60  to  $80. 

Wl  510  C-la  Philip  Best  Lager  Beer 


This  handsome  piece  features  a been  stein  on  the  obverse  and  a beer 
barrel  and  some  tools  of  the  brewers'  trade  on  the  reverse.  Marr's  signature  is 
very  prominent  on  the  reverse.  Philip  Best's  daughter,  Marie,  married  captain 
Frederick  Pabst  in  1862.  When  Best  retired  Pabst  took  over  the  company  and 
built  it  into  one  of  the  nation's  leading  breweries.  The  Pabst  name  survived 
for  many  years,  but  recently  it  closed  the  last  of  its  operations  thus  ending 
over  a century  of  brewing  tradition. 
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The  Philip  Best  Civil  War  token  was  rated  an  R-2  by  the  Fulds  thus  mak- 
ing it  one  of  the  more  common  Marr  tokens.  It  may  be  a bit  scarcer  than  that, 
but  EF  and  AU  examples  are  still  fairly  common.  I have  never  seen  a red 
Mint  State  example,  and  Bob  Kraft  reported  only  4 Uncs  among  the  64 
examples  that  he  had  recorded.  Price  estimate:  EF  to  Ch.  AU:  $27  to  $50. 

Wl  510  E-la  V.  Blatz  Lager  Beer 


This  token  features  King  Gambrius  a mythical  Flemish  nobleman  who 
has  been  credited  with  the  invention  of  beer.  Actually  Gambrius  is  a cor- 
rupted name  for  Duke  Jean  I or  "'Jan  Primus""  who  ruled  the  Duchy  of  Bra- 
bant from  1261  to  1294.  'Jan  Primus'  founded  a guild  of  brewers  (an  early 
trade  association)  that  was  known  as  the  'knights  of  the  mashing  fork.' 

The  Blatz  Beer  Company  merged  with  a larger  company  late  in  the  19th 
century.  The  Blatz  brand  name  was  marketed  for  many  years  and  is  still  fami- 
liar to  veteran  beer  drinkers. 

This  piece  is  very  similar  in  overall  rarity  to  the  Best  token  and  sells  for 
about  the  same  price.  Red  and  brown  Mint  State  pieces  are  little  more  com- 
mon, and  one  can  be  found  with  some  patience.  Price  estimate  EF  to  Ch. 
AU:  $27  to  $50. 

Wl  510  l-la  D.J.  Doornink,  Groceries  & Dry  Goods 
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This  piece  features  a lady's  hat  on  the  obverse  and  is  quite  attractive, 
especially  in  Mint  State.  Like  most  of  the  other  tokens  in  this  mini  set,  loca- 
ting an  Uncirculated  Kleinsteiber  is  a real  treat.  Bob  Kraft  rates  this  piece  as 
an  R-4,  which  is  one  notch  higher  than  it  is  rated  in  Fuld.  Price  estimate  in 
VF  to  Ch  AU:  $1 8 to  $35. 

YVI  510  V-la  Charles  Kleinsteuber, 

Small  Machinery,  Models,  Engraving  and  Stencil  Cutting 


Charles  Kleinsteuber  was  one  of  several  merchants  who  issued  a CWT 
with  his  portrait  on  it.  The  late  jack  Detwiler  wrote  on  delightful  article  on 
this  subject  that  was  entitled,  "They  Loved  Themselves"  (CWT  Journal,  Fall 
1990).  These  "self  love"  tokens  constitute  another  mini  set.  Kleinsteuber  not 
only  chose  immortalize  himself  on  his  token,  he  also  opted  to  make  his  store 
card  the  largest  piece  in  the  Mossin  & Marr  series  at  26  mm.  Kleinsteuber 
wanted  to  make  sure  that  people  noticed  him  in  life,  and  many  CWT  collec- 
tors are  still  remembering  him  today. 

Bob  Kraft  rated  this  token  as  an  R-4  which  is  about  right.  Most  of  the 
examples  that  I have  seen  recently  were  in  VF-EF  condition.  I have  seen  one 
MS-60  example  of  this  variety.  Price  Estimate  in  VF  to  Ch  AU:  $18  to  $40. 

Wl  510  AB-la  Friedrich  Miller,  Lager  Beer 


Yes,  this  is  tine  Friedrich  Miller  who  founded  the  Miller  Brewing  Com- 
pany. It  features  a mash  bucket  holding  two  stalks  of  grain  and  some  tools  of 
the  brewers'  trade.  The  Miller  family  sold  their  interest  in  the  firm  years  ago, 
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and  the  beer  has  been  brewed  and  marketed  by  corporate  giants  including 
W.R.  Grace  and  Phillip  Morris.  The  reverse  features  the  legend,  "Plankroad 
Brewery,  Milwaukee'  which  is  the  advertised  home  of  another  Miller  pro- 
duct, Red  Dog  Beer. 

This  token  is  very  popular,  and  easy  to  sell  at  the  current  market  prices. 
It  is  rated  as  an  R-3,  and  there  should  be  plenty  of  pieces  to  go  around.  Price 
estimate  VF  to  Ch  AU:  $1 5 to  $40. 

Wl  510  AG-la  J.  Pritzlaff  & Co.,  Hardware,  Iron,  Nails,  Glass  & Stoves 


This  is  the  first  of  two  Mossin  & Marr  tokens  that  featured  one  of  the 
latest  models  of  1863  kitchen  ranges.  Today  we  can  hardly  imagine  the  work 
and  aggravation  involved  with  splitting  the  logs,  stoking  the  fire  and  hauling 
the  ashes  just  to  have  a good  hot  meal. 

I agree  with  Bob  Kraft  that  the  Fuld  rarity  ratings  for  this  token  are  turned 
around.  The  plain  edge  variety  (Wl  510  AG-la)  which  is  rated  as  an  R-7  is 
actually  an  R-4,  and  the  reeded  edge  variety  (Wl  510  AG-lal)  which  is  rated 
as  an  R-4  is  really  an  R-7.  The  plain  edge  variety  is  fairly  common  in  EF  or 
so,  but  Mint  State  pieces  are  scarcer  than  they  are  for  the  other  varieties. 
Price  estimate  in  VF  to  Ch  AU:  $18  to  $30. 

Wl  510  AP-la  H.  Upmeyer,  Jeweler 
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H.  Upmeyer  was  apparently  a great  admirer  of  Stephen  Douglas  because 
he  included  a portrait  of  the  late  politician  on  each  of  his  store  cards.  By 
1863  most  everyone  in  the  country  had  suffered  from  the  war,  and  Lincoln 
and  those  who  had  supported  it  were  beginning  to  loose  their  popularity. 
Some  people  believed  that  Douglas  was  the  only  presidential  candidate  in 
1860  who  could  have  prevented  the  war.  Those  who  contended  this 
believed  that  only  Douglas  could  have  talked  to  the  Southern  leaders  into 
staying  in  the  Union.  All  of  this  is  speculation,  but  it  does  offer  the  student  of 
history  some  intriguing  "what  if"  possibilities. 

Upmyer's  most  common  token  is  rated  an  R-3,  and  it  is  at  least  that  com- 
mon if  not  a little  easier  to  find.  Mint  State  pieces  are  scarce,  but  they  can  be 
found  with  some  persistence.  Price  estimate  in  VF  to  Ch  AU:  $12  to  $35. 

Wl  510  AQ-la  Herman  Voight,  Stoves  and  Tin  Ware 


Herman  Voight  gave  us  another  view  of  that  19th  century  kitchen  mar- 
vel, wood  stove,  this  time  from  a 45  degree  angle. 


This  token  is  considered  to  be  quite  scarce  with  both  the  plain  and 
reeded  edge  varieties  rated  an  R-6  by  Bob  Kraft.  Although  the  reported  num- 
ber of  pieces  in  the  Kraft  survey  was  low,  a fair  number  of  them  (4  out  of  9 
for  the  plain  edge  and  2 out  of  8 for  the  reeded  edge  pieces)  were  noted  as 
Mint  State.  I have  never  seen  a full  Unc.  example  of  this  token.  Price  esti- 
mate VF  to  Ch  AU:  $20  to  $55. 


John  Marr  stopped  making  Civil  War  tokens  after  Congress  passed  the 
laws  that  ended  their  use  in  April  and  June  of  1864.  In  succeeding  years  he 
resumed  his  engraving  business  and  on  occasion  brought  out  the  old  dies  to 
produce  a few  restrikes  and  fantasy  pieces  for  collectors.  Marr  was  a talented 
sculptor.  In  his  later  years  he  sculpted  a bust  of  Samuel  L.  Clemens  who  is 
better  known  as  Mark  Twain.  The  noted  author  and  humorist  was  so  pleased 
with  the  result  that  he  sent  Marr  a personal  letter  in  which  he  praised  the 
work  as  "great  art." 

Marr  and  his  wife  had  four  children,  all  of  whom  grew  up  to  become 
sold  citizens.  He  passed  away  at  age  90  in  1921 .

In  regards  to  Everett  K.  Cooper’s  article  “A  Camouflaged  Patriotic 
Token?”  in  the  Spring,  1998,  Civil  War  Token  Journal,  I had  some 
additional  information  which  may  add  some  light  to  the  Act  of  Congress  to 
which  he  refers.  This  Act  not  only  banned  tokens  from  circulating  as 
pseudo  coins,  but  was  significant  in  many  other  ways  as  well. 

First  of  all,  it  created  the  bronze  (95%  copper  + 5%  tin  & zinc,  or 
“French  bronze”)  1 and  2 cent  coins.  It  gave  these  new  French 
bronze/copper  coins  legal  tender  status  for  the  first  time  ever.  Prior  to  this 
Act,  only  silver  coinage  held  legal  tender  status.  Once  these  new  coins 
were  introduced,  the  country  had  five  minor  coins  in  circulation,  the  pure 
copper  large  cent  and  half-cents,  the  copper-nickel  cent  (1857),  and  the 
new  French  bronze  one  and  two  cent  coins,  but  only  the  French  bronze 
coins  had  legal  tender  status.  Sounds  confusing  doesn’t  it?  Also,  the  2 
cent  coin  had  the  motto  “In  God  We  Trust”  placed  on  it  by  this  Act,  being  a 
first  for  any  U.S.  coin.  As  you  can  see  the  Act  of  April  22,  1864,  had  many 
wide-ranging  impacts  upon  the  money  of  the  realm. 

Doesn’t  1864  seem  like  a rather  late  time  to  have  to  establish  a 
law  banning  tokens?  It  took  an  Act  of  Congress  to  make  it  official  law,  no 
one  could  issue  tokens.  Apparently,  an  old  anti-counterfeiting  law  from 
1 806  only  referred  to  the  fraudulent  imitations  of  gold  or  silver  coins,”  and 
there  was  no  law  regarding  copper  coin  imitation  or  duplication.1  Civil  War 
Store  Cards  were  therefore  not  apparently  against  the  law  until  this  Act  of 
Congress  was  passed.  In  fact,  the  Director  of  the  Mint  James  Pollock 
wrote  in  his  1 863  Mint  Report  the  following,  which  would  indicate  he 
believed  tokens  were  already  illegal,  when  in  fact,  they  were  not,  and 
needed  an  Act  of  Congress  to  set  the  record  straight. 

“...illegal  cent  tokens  of  the  size  of  the  legal  cent  were  made  and 

freely  passed,  although  they  contained  no  nickel,  weighed  on  the  average 

about  51  grains,  and  were  worth  not  more  than  one-fifth  of  a cent.  Not  less 

than  30C  varieties  of  these  false  and  illegal  tokens  or  cents  were  issued, 

and  until  suppressed  were  freely  used  as  coins  by  the  public.  They  were  in 

direct  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States;  and  the  prosecution  of 

certain  parties  issuing  them  had  deterred  others  and  will  soon  drive  them

altogether  from  circulation.” 

It  seems  as  if  Director  Pollock  had  various  inquiries  made 
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regarding  the  legality  of  such  token  use,  and  realized  that  the  “record”  was 
a little  short  of  actuality  banning  such  tokens.  Hence  the  Act  of  Congress 
dated  April  22,  1864,  and  all  it  gave  us  as  mentioned  above,  came  about.

THE  SUTLER'S  TOKENS  NOT  ALWAYS  NEEDED

JACKSON’S  TROOPS  PILLAGING  THE  UNION  DEPOT  OF  SUPPLIES  AT  MANASSAS  JUNCTION. 


Not  all  the  soldiers  who  came  to  the  sutler's  tent  or  wagon,  with  or 
without  sutler  tokens  in  their  pockets,  were  to  be  welcomed  as  customers 
by  these  army  merchants.  Some  customers  appeared  unexpectedly  with 
large  needs  for  the  sutler's  goods  but  they  wore  the  tattered  butternut  or 
gray  uniforms  of  the  Confederate  army.  However,  the  Southern  soldiers 
did  not  complain  about  the  prices  or  quality.  The  Union  army  sutler  would 
experience  the  serious  risk  of  being  prime  targets  for  the  impoverished 
Southern  soldiers.  For  the  soldiers  in  blue,  who  unmercifully  complained 
about  their  sutler's  high  prices,  it  was  a cost  factor  that  the  sutler  included 
in  the  price  of  his  goods1.  Was  this  really  a legitimate  problem  for  the 
sutler  and  what  actual  encounters  did  they  have  with  the  omnivorous 
Confederate  soldier? 

The  capture  of  the  Union  army  supply  depot  at  Manassas  Junction, 
Virginia  in  August  1862  was  probably  the  biggest  prize  of  sutler  goods 
captured  but  it  was  not  fully  enjoyed  by  the  Confederate  Army  of  Northern 
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Virginia.  An  eye-  witness  reported  "What  a prize  it  was!  Here  were  long 
warehouses  full  of  stores;  (railroad)  cars  loaded  ...  camps,  sutlers'  shops 
...One  was  limited  in  his  choice  to  only  so  much  as  he  could  personally 
transport...  However,  as  the  day  wore  on,  an  equitable  distribution 
(among  the  Confederates)  of  our  wealth  was  effected  by  barter...  "2 
Another  reported  "Now  here  were  vast  storehouses  filled  with  everything 
to  eat,  and  sutlers'  stores  filled  with  all  the  delicacies:  potted  ham,  lobster, 
tongue,  candy,  cakes,  nuts,  oranges,  lemons,  pickles,  catsup,  mustard, 

etc."3  The  approach  of  superior  numbers  of  the  Union  army  forced  the 
Confederates  to  put  the  torch  to  most  of  these  goodies. 

When  the  ragged  rebels  were  victorious  at  the  battle  of  Cedar  Moun- 
tain, Virginia  on  August  9,  1862  the  Yankee  sutlers  again  had  unwanted 
customers.  Barefooted,  bareheaded,  and  ragged  clothing  these  Confed- 
erates were  able  to  enjoy  honey,  canned  goods,  and  other  rare  and  deli- 
cious delicacies.  4 

When  "Stonewall  Jackson  encircled  Harpers  Ferry  in  September 
1862  the  Union  army  garrison  surrendered.  The  Union  cavalry  were  the 
exceptions  in  surrendering  and  their  mounted  troopers  were  able  to  avoid 
their  captors  and  slipped  out  in  the  dark  of  night.  The  sutlers  could  not 
extricate  their  wares  so  they  passed  out,  gratis,  their  remaining  stock  of 

tobacco  to  the  Yankee  soldiers.  5 

The  entire  Confederacy  was  jubilant  in  June,  1862  with  a daring 
accomplishment  of  their  cavalry.  A large  scouting  and  raiding  expedition 
lead  by  the  resourceful  General  J.E-B.  Stuart  was  able  to  ride  around  the 
rear  of  the  massive  Union  army  commanded  by  General  George  B. 
McClellan. 

As  this  Union  Army  of  the  Potomac  moved  against  Richmond  they 
established  a large  advance  supply  base  at  White  House  Landing,  Vir- 
ginia on  the  Pamunkey  River  and  adjacent  to  the  Richmond  and  York 
River  Railroad.  Supplies  were  also  brought  to  nearby  Garlick's  Landing. 
Stuart's  cavalry  while  passing  through  this  area  would  play  mischief  with 
these  supply  bases.  At  White  House  Landing  he  destroyed  2 schooners,  a 
large  quantity  of  forage,  and  burned  1 5 or  more  wagons.  At  the  time  there 
were  an  estimated  300  ships  loaded  with  supplies  crowded  into  the 
Pamunkey  River.  Nearby  at  Garlick's  Landing  30  wagons  and  a large 
amount  of  forage  were  destroyed.  A Union  army  report  indicated  this 
damage  by  the  Confederate  cavalry  and  also  that  "A  sutler  of  low  degree 

g 

was  shot  dead  on  the  premises,  one  or  two  carried  off..." 

Apparently  a number  of  sutlers  were  present  at  both  of  these  supply 
landings.  They  were  there  either  to  pick  up  their  sutler  supplies  or  parked 
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until  permitted  to  move  up  to  the  regiments  they  served.  The  raiding  Con- 
federates captured  four  sutlers  and  eleven  sutler's  clerks  at  White  House 
Landing.  They  were  sutlers  assigned  to  regiments  in  three  different  army 
corps.  The  established  rules  of  war  required  that  the  civilian  sutlers  be 

g 

treated  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  soldiers.  So,  in  this  case, 
besides  loosing  their  merchandise  they  themselves  were  sent  to  Southern 
prisoner  of  war  camps. 

Undoubtedly  the  greatest  nemesis  for  the  Yankee  sutler  was  the  43rd 
Virginia  Cavalry  Battalion  commanded  by  the  South's  greatest  partisan 
leader,  Colonel  John  S.  Mosby.  Operating  in  northern  Virginia,  which  has 
been  called  "Mosby's  Confederacy",  their  raids  against  the  sutlers  were 
almost  a vendetta.  The  ubiquitous  Yankee  sutlers  serving  the  Union  army 
in  northern  Virginia  made  inviting  targets  for  partisan  hit-and-  run  raids. 
The  spoils  -of-war  captured  by  Mosby's  rangers  were  enjoyed  by  these 
rangers  or  taken  for  the  folks  at  home  otherwise  to  be  sold  to  Confederate 
citizens.  Mosby  himself  did  not  share  in  the  division  of  the  captured 
spoils. 

During  the  summer  of  1863,  after  the  ill-  fated  Pennsylvania  cam- 
paign, the  Union  Army  of  the  Potomac  in  northern  Virginia  was  constantly 
experiencing  raids  by  small  parties  from  Mosby's  partisan  rangers. 
Wagon  supply  trains  including  those  with  sutler  wagons,  called  by  the 
soldiers  "cracker  outfits",  were  frequent  and  prime  targets.  Union  army 
orders  were  issued  requiring  sutler  supply  wagons  to  be  escorted  by 
Union  cavalry.  Failure  to  comply  could  cause  seizure  of  their  goods  by 
the  Union  army,  if  not  first  done  by  the  Confederate  army. 

On  one  occasion  a small  party  of  30  men  from  the  43rd  Virginia,  on  a 
raid  in  "Mosby's  Confederacy",  captured  29  loaded  sutler  wagons.  As  they 
drove  off  with  the  entire  wagon  train  they  were  overtaken  by  several  hun- 
dred Union  cavalry.  As  Mosby's  rangers  were  seriously  outnumbered  they 
fled  leaving  all  of  the  sutler'swagons  behind.  Later  one  of  the  raiders 
commented  that  if  they  could  have  brought  back  all  these  wagons  they 
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could  have  opened  a big  department  store  in  "Mosby's  Confederacy". 

On  a few  occasions  Mosby's  raiders  would  share  some  of  the  cap- 
tured sutler  goods  with  their  Yankee  prisoners.  The  captives  were 
delighted  to  share  the  plunder  with  their  captors.  Their  joy  was  in  obtain- 
ing some  revenge  against  the  despised  sutler.  On  another  occasion  a 
civilian  couple  came  along  when  Mosby's  menwere  dividing  captured 
sutler  goods.  The  couple  had  gone  to  Alexandria  to  purchase  groceries 
for  their  own  use.  The  military  authorities  refused  them  permission  to  buy 
the  supplies.  Mosby,  in  sympathy  to  the  civilian's  plight,  loaded  their 
wagon  with  supplies  gratis.  Mosby's  reports  on  the  raids  made  by  his  43rd 
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Virginia  Cavalry  went  to  General  J.E-B.  Stuart  who  endorsed  them  on  to 

General  R.  E.  Lee  who  endorsed  them  to  the  Richmond  War  Department. 

On  an  August  1864  report  Lee's  endorsement  read  "I  greatly  commend 

Major  Mosby  for  his  boldness  and  good  management."  However,  General 

Lee  also  was  critical  that  Mosby's  command  had  directed  too  much  effort 

towards  the  capture  of  wagons  rather  than  other  more  desirable  military 

* * 10 
targets. 

In  the  capture  of  a long  wagon  train  in  October  1863  the  following 
captured  sutler  items  were  divided  amongst  the  Rangers.  Included  were 
clothing,  coffee,  tea,  sugar,  cheese,  cans  of  meat,  oysters,  sardines, 
fruits,  boxes  of  cakes  and  crackers,  tobacco,  cigars,  stationery,  "and  a 
general  variety  of  goods  such  as  were  usually  found  among  the  sutlers’ 
stores." 

On  a November  1863  raid  an  item  in  the  sutlers'  goods  was  buckskin 
gloves.  As  each  Ranger  left  the  dispirited  sutler  they  each  put  on  a pair  of 
these  gloves  and  then  shook  hands  with  the  army  merchant.  A comment 
was  made  that  the  dirty  and  ragged  Rebels  would  now  be  dressing  as  well 
as  the  Yankees. 

The  preliminary  infantry  engagement  in  the  Gettysburg  Campaign 
was  the  battle  of  Second  Winchester  on  June  12  -15,  1863.  This  model 
Confederate  victory  culminated  in  the  capture  of  a large  number  of  mili- 
tary wagons,  including  sutler  wagons,  and  a significant  number  of  artillery 
pieces.  Confederate  General  R.  S.  Ewell  ordered  that  the  sutler  goods, 
including  cigars  and  candies,  be  divided  equally  amongst  all  his  troops. 
This  won  high  praise  for  General  Ewell  and  gave  all  his  troops  a taste  of 
the  victory.  11 

Talented  Special  Artist  Edwin  Forbes  freely  roamed  within  the  Union 
army  sketching  scenes  for  publication  in  a illustrated  news  magazine  of 
those  days.  Later  he  gathered  many  of  these  sketches  and  added  a 
commentary  which  was  published  in  the  book  "Thirty  Years  After". 
Included  in  the  book  with  a sketch  and  a short  commentary  was  a chapter 
on  the  army  sutler.  The  title  of  the  chapter,  indicative  of  artist  Forbes' 
feeling,  was  "Quick  Returns  and  Large  Profits".  He  states  that  "When 
supplies  were  brought  to  the  army  in  summer  time  by  wagons,  they  were 
often  captured  by  the  ’Johnnies"  (i.e.,  Confederates).  Every  such  accident 
was  a god-send  to  them.  They  always  made  a clean  sweep  of  all  luxuries 
and  retired  to  their  lines,  where  they  were  received  with  loud  cheers  by 

their  hungry  (Confederate)  comrades." 2 

Forbes  made  another  and  more  serious  charge  about  the  sutlers 
which  has  not  been  substantiated  from  any  other  source.  "It  was  sus- 
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pected,  and  not  without  ground,  that  some  sutlers  carried  on  a large 

traffic  in  contraband  goods  and  reaped  a rich  harvest,  for  facilities 

enabled  them  to  furnish  medicines  and  other  articles  the  enemy,  who  in

their  great  need  paid  dearly  for  supplies. 

In  most  cases  when  the  Union  army  was  engaged  in  active  field 
campaigning  the  sutlers'  wagons  and  supplies  remained  with  the  army 
supply  base.  Keeping  the  army  supplied  and  evacuating  the  wounded 
required  a large  number  of  wagons  and  teams  moving  on  poor  roads. 
They  did  not  want  the  sutler  adding  to  that  traffic  and  congestion.  The 
sutler  undoubtedly  did  not  object  to  reducing  the  risk  of  becoming  a 
casualty  or  having  his  goods  plundered.  However,  as  noted,  the  rear 
echelon  was  not  a guaranteed  safe  place. 

For  sutler  token  collectors  the  most  interesting  experience  recorded 
by  an  "unwelcome"  customer  of  a Yankee  sutler  happened  to  one  of 
Jackson's  foot  cavalry  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  "We  encountered  some 
of  the  enemy...  and  captured  some  stores,  tents,  a sutler's  outfit,  etc. 
Lying  just  outside  the  sutler's  store  door  was  about  a bucketful  of  'sutler's 
coin',  used  by  him  in  his  traffic  with  the  soldiers  and  having  on  it  his

name,  regiment,  and  the  value  of  the  coin. 

These  morsels  of  historical  information  shed  more  light  on  the  routine 
operations  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  sutlers  who  did  their  business  with 
or  without  sutler-  issued  tokens.  They  were  exposed  to  the  depredations 
and  possible  capture  or  death  by  an  aggressive  and  cunning  enemy.  That 
anticipated  economic  losses  were  a legitimate  part  of  their  business.  A 
cost  factor  for  that  risk  should  have  been  included  in  their  selling  prices 
but  undoubtedly  was  not  so  recognized  by  their  citizen  soldier  customers 
who  constantly  complained  about  high  prices.  The  list  of  luxury  foods 
captured  from  the  sutler  by  the  Confederates  at  Manassas  Junction  must 
be  indicative  of  the  newly  acquired  and  expensive  tastes  of  their  citizen- 
soldier  customers  who  frequently  were  many  months  late  in  being  paid  by 
Uncle  Sam.  Finally,  the  allegation  by  one  eye-  witness  that  some  sutlers 
were  selling  needed  medicines  and  other  supplies  to  the  enemy  needs  to 
be  further  researched. 
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Comer's  Commercial  College

George  Nixon  Comer  was  born  in  Liverpool,  England  in  1816.  At  age  18  he  immi- 
grated to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  Boston,  Massachusetts.  There  he  established 
himself  as  a public  accountant.  1 


In  1840  Comer  ran  the  following  announcement  in  the  local  newspapers:  "Mr.  Comer 
respectfully  announces  that  he  receives  into  his  office  in  afternoons  and  evenings  students 
of  all  ages  for  practical  instruction  in  mercantile  writing,  commercial  calculations,  book- 
keeping and  general  duties  of  the  counting  room."  Comer  held  these  classes  in  his  office, 
which  was  located  at  17  State  Street  in  Boston.  He  pledged  that  each  pupil  would  receive 
individual  instruction  and  that  he  would  not  hold  multi-student  classes.  Although  he  was 
really  a tutor  during  this  period,  Comer  cited  1840  as  the  year  in  which  he  founded  Comer's 
Commercial  College  in  his  later  advertisements. 

In  1846  Comer  published  the  first  edition  of  his  accounting  text,  Book-keeping 
Rationalized,  A Simple  Method  of  Keeping  Books  by  Dauble.- Entry.  Without  the  Journal. 
Comer's  accounting  method  advocated  the  posting  of  numbers  directly  to  the  debit  and 
credit  columns  in  the  ledger  without  an  intermediate  journal.  Comer  contended  that  the 
elimination  of  the  journal  streamlined  the  accounting  process  and  achieved  the  same 
results. 


Comer's  textbook,  which  sold  for  $ 1.00  a copy,  was  very  popular.  In  1847  he  pub- 
lished a second  edition  of  the  work.  It  contained  many  laudatory  comments  about  the  first 
edition  from  teachers,  businessmen  and  newspaper  articles.  There  after  Comer  published 
a new  edition  of  Book-keeping  Rationalized  every  year  until  his  death.  The  price  remained 
at  $1.00  per  copy  until  1863  when  Civil  War  inflationary  pressures  forced  the  price  up  to 
$1.25.  Post  war  inflation  prompted  another  increase  to  $1 .50  in  1 869. 


' The  professional  designation,  Certified  Public  Accountant  (CPA),  was  not  established 
in  the  United  States  until  New  York  state  passed  the  initial  legislation  in  1896. 
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Comer  expanded  his  school  to  full  classes  in  the  late  1840s.  In  1853  Comer's  Com- 
mercial College  moved  to  the  Granite  Building  which  was  located  on  the  corner  of  Wash- 
ington and  School  Streets  in  Boston.  During  the  1850s  and  '60s,  Comer  expanded  the 
curriculum  to  include  penmanship,  commercial  correspondence,  book-keeping,  banking, 
marine  navigation,  engineering,  surveying,  and  architectural  and  mechanical  drawing. 
Telegraphy  was  offered  in  1866  but  was  omitted  from  the  course  list  in  1869.  There  was 
also  English  language  instruction  for  French,  German  and  Spanish  speaking  students. 
Comer's  advertisements  stated  these  classes  offered,  "A  rare  opportunity  for  foreigners  and 
others  whose  education  has  been  neglected." 

George  Comer  also  opened  a separate  department  for  female  students  that  had  "a 
lady  superintendent  and  other  female  teachers."  In  the  preface  of  the  1861  edition  of 
Book-keeping  Rationalized.  Comer  stated  that,  "Nearly  all  the  lady  book-keepers  in  the  city, 
as  also  hundreds  of  the  most  expert  penmen  and  accountants,  have  been  prepared  and 
placed  in  their  present  situations  by  the  principals  of  this  institution.  The  management  has 
been  unchanged  for  the  past  20  years."  Growth  at  Comer's  College  resulted  in  moves  to 
323  Washington  Street  at  the  comer  of  West  Street  in  1869  and  another  move  to  666 
Washington  Street  in  1886. 

The  course  of  study  at  Comer's  Commercial  College  was  far  more  informal  than  the 
curriculum  for  similar  schools  today.  There  was  no  class  system,  and  students  could  enter 
the  programs  at  any  time.  In  the  1861  edition  of  Book-keeping  Rationalized  it  was  stated 
that,  "A  thorough  knowledge  of  book-keeping  could  be  acquired  in  one  to  three  months, 
depending  upon  the  degree  of  previous  preparation  and  the  student's  personal  commitment 
to  study." 

A certificate  of  qualification  for  "Practical  Navigation"  could  be  earned  in  two  to  ten 
weeks.  Further  it  was  stated  that,  "Ships'  officers  and  others  who  are  already  competent  in 
navigation  could  receive  their  certificates,  upon  presenting  themselves  to  this  institution." 
Although  these  requirements  seem  lax  by  today's  standards,  the  college  assured  its  pro- 
spective students  that  their  program  was  recognized  by  the  Maritime  Insurance  Company 
and  by  Massachusetts  merchant  ship  owners.  In  the  1861  through  1863  editions  of  Book- 
keeping Rationalized.  Comer  emphasized  that  the  goal  of  his  institution  was  to  "prepare 
young  men  for  mercantile,  engineering  or  seafaring  life  - not  with  school  theory  - but  with 
practical  knowledge  that  could  be  used  immediately." 

George  Comer  and  his  wife,  Elisa  May  lived  in  Newton,  Massachusetts.  They  had  two 
sons,  George  Nixon  Comer,  Jr.  who  was  bom  in  1853  and  Charles  Evelyn  Comer,  who  was 
bom  in  1858.  George  Comer,  Jr.  was  the  assistant  superintendent  of  agencies  at  the  office 
of  John  C.  Parge  in  Brookline,  Massachusetts.  He  was  also  the  resident  manager  for  the 
City  of  London  and  Imperial  Insurance  companies  of  England.  He  died  in  1887.  Charles 
Evelyn  Comer  became  the  principal  of  Comer's  Commercial  College  after  his  father's  death 
and  continued  to  publish  annual  editions  of  Book-keeping  Rationalized  until  the  early  1900s. 
Charles  died  in  1918. 
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George  Nixon  Comer  died  of  a liver  ailment  on  April  25,  1877  at  the  age  of  61.  In  his 
obituary,  which  appeared  in  the  April  26  issue  of  the  "Boston  Evening  Transcript"  it  stated 
that  he  was  the  principal  of  his  "Boston  Commercial  College",  which  he  had  started  24 
years  ago.  Durring  that  time,  the  article  stated  that  "he  has  had  under  his  tuition  no  fewer 
than  twenty  thousand  young  men.”  The  funeral  took  place  on  Saturday,  April  28,  and  "Rela- 
tives, friends  and  former  pupils  were  respectfully  invited." 

Through  out  my  research  I was  unable  to  find  any  references  to  the  Comer's  Com- 
mercial College  token  that  is  listed  in  Fuld  as  MA  115  A-1e.  In  their  text,  the  Fulds  noted 
that  this  piece  may  have  been  issued  after  the  Civil  War,  but  I believe  that  it  is  a Civil  War 
token.  I base  this  upon  significant  punch  link  evidence  that  I have  noted  between  the 
Comer's  College  piece  and  MA  1 1 5D-3b,  a rare  Merriam  & Co.  Civil  War  token  that  was 
produced  by  Boston  die  sinker,  Joseph  Merriam.  The  Merriam  & Co.  piece  features 
Merriam's  famous  "Good  for  a Scent"  die  for  the  reverse,  which  is  dated  1863. 

A close  examination  of  the  word  "BOSTON"  indicates  that  each  of  the  letter  punches 
that  were  used  to  sink  that  word  into  the  dies  for  both  tokens  are  identical.  Of  particular 
interest  is  the  letter  "T".  On  both  tokens  the  left  foot  of  this  letter  is  shorter  than  the  right 
foot,  and  the  right  foot  comes  up  to  a small  point  on  both  varieties.  The  two  triangles  that 
form  the  serifs  at  the  top  of  the  letter  are  also  identical;  the  right  one  is  higher  than  the  left 
one.  Similar  evidence  is  found  when  one  compares  corresponding  letters  in  the  words, 
"COMER'S"  and  "MERRIAM  & CO."  An  examination  of  some  other  Merriam  products 
(Tuttle's  Restaurant,  Dunn's  Oyster  House,  Joseph  Merriam  Die  Sinker)  revealed  that  the 
lettering  is  very  similar  in  style  to  that  found  on  the  Comer's  piece,  but  it  is  not  identical. 

Although  the  Merriam  & Co.  token  is  made  of  brass  and  Comer's  College  piece  is 
made  of  white  metal,  this  difference  is  not  significant.  Merriam  issued  several  tokens  and 
medalets  in  white  metal  for  his  businesses  and  his  merchant  and  political  token  customers. 
It  was  not  unusual  for  him  to  produce  white  metal  tokens.  Therefore  I believe  that  the  Mer- 
riam & Co.  and  Comer's  College  tokens  were  produced  at  around  the  same  time.  A review 
of  the  curriculum  indicates  that  the  college  offered  banking  courses  during  the  Civil  War, 
and  many  of  these  "College  Bank"  tokens  undoubtedly  found  their  way  into  general  circula- 
tion in  the  Boston  area. 


The  Fulds  rated  the  Comer's  Collage  token  as  a Rarity-7  (11  to  20  known),  but  I 
believe  that  it  is  more  common  than  that.  Over  the  past  six  years  I have  seen  more  than 
ten  of  these  tokens  in  auctions  and  dealers'  inventories,  and  I have  seen  several  others  in 
fixed  price  lists.  Given  the  fact  that  the  number  of  pieces  offered  for  sale  is  often  the  "tip  of 
the  iceberg"  (there  are  usually  many  others  in  collections),  I estimate  that  the  Comer's  token 
is  probably  an  R-5  (76  to  200  known).  Since  all  of  the  Comer's  College  tokens  were  made 
of  white  metal,  many  pieces  were  badly  worn  or  damaged.  Therefore  some  of  the  tokens 
that  I have  included  in  this  rarity  estimate  have  net  grades  that  fall  in  the  Fair  to  About  Good 
range.  On  the  high  end  of  the  spectrum,  I have  never  seen  or  heard  of  a Comer's  College 
piece  in  Mint  State.  The  best  examples  that  I have  seen  were  AU  pieces  with  bright  attrac- 
tive surfaces.

OFF  - METAL  CIVIL  WAR  TOKENS 
AND  OTHER  "SHOW  PONIES"

In  another  article  (ref  1),  I expressed  my  opinion  that  there 
are  three  types  of  Civil  War  Tokens  - Store  Cards,  Patriotics, 
and  Sutlers.  I would  like  to  further  expand  on  that  to  say  that  I 
consider  each  of  these  three  types  to  be  sub-dvidable  into  two 
classes.  Class  1 pieces  would  be  those  whose  strikes  were 
intended  for  commerce  even  though  they  may  not  have  been 
so  used,  and  the  class  2 pieces  would  be  those  made  for  col- 
lectors, aka  "show  ponies",  "vanity  pieces",  etc.  Class  1 
pieces  would  include  the  common  (and  cheap)  planchet 
materials  and  normal  production  type  strikes  with  the  oddities 
associated  with  the  production  strikes.  The  class  2 pieces 
would  include  most  all  of  the  off-metals  (more  expensive)  and 
specially  made  pieces. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  distribution  of  off-metals 
have  approximately  the  same  frequency  of  appearance  in  all 
three  types  of  CWTS.  For  example,  in  Dave  Schenkman's 
book  on  Sutlers  (ref  2),  the  material  distributions  are:  brass 
predominant,  copper  close  behind,  then  18  lead  listings,  11 
copper-nickel,  10  hard  rubber,  9 white  metal,  8 zinc,  2 nickel, 
and  1 iron  piece.  Please  don't  hold  me  to  a literal  equivaency, 
but  it  does  indicate  a trend.  Also,  to  the  best  of  my 
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knowledge,  there  are  no  iron  pieces  in  the  store  cards  nor 
hard  rubber  pieces  in  the  patriotics.  What,  then,  would  you 
include  in  class  1 token  materials?  As  I indicated  earlier,  the 
material  should  be  cheap.  Copper  and  brass  were  plentiful, 
and  both  lead  and  white  metal  should  have  been  inexpensive. 
All  of  the  remaining  materials  I would  put  into  class  2. 

In  categorizing  the  materials  into  classes,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  apparent  intent  for  these  tokens  was 
their  use  as  a substitute  medium  of  exchange  for  the  Govern- 
ment issued  coinage  (hard  currency)  that  had  all  but  disap- 
peared in  commerce  and  private  exchange.  The  nominal 
value  of  the  tokens  were  taken  to  be  one  cent,  although  some 
issues  clearly  indicate  other  values.  For  these  tokens  to  be  of 
value  to  the  merchant  or  private  party,  they  must  be  pur- 
chased at  less  than  or  equal  to  their  "face  value".  It  is  gen- 
erally agreed  among  collectors  of  tokens  that  the  price  of  a 
token  to  the  purchaser  in  quantity  purchases  is  significantly 
less  than  the  aggregate  "face  value"  of  the  quantity  pur- 
chased. Put  another  way,  the  cost  to  the  merchant  of  a token 
he  trades  at  a value  of  one  cent  may  have  cost  him  1 cent  or 
less.  Not  a bad  profit  for  an  advertising  card. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  token,  so  to  speak,  the  minter 
cannot  afford  to  supply  token  materials  that  eat  significantly 
into  his  profit  margins  UNLESS  he  makes  a deal  to  a collector 
to  restore  his  profit  margin.  Thus  are  born  the  "show  ponies". 
Their  intrinsic  value  (materials)  plus  the  value  added  by  the 
minter  in  making  the  token  has  exceeded  the  "face  value"  of 
the  token,  and  for  economic  reasons  alone  will  not  enter  the 
business  world.  Examples  of  these  materials  include  nickel 
and  German  silver  (shown  by  the  CWTS  Verification  Service 
to  be  the  same  in  chemical  make  up,  and  thus  a redundant 
entry),  all  plated  pieces  in  silver,  gold,  etc.,  probably  the  hard 
rubber  pieces  as  a good  idea  that  cost  too  much,  and  the 
copper-nickel  pieces.  Why  copper-nickel  as  well?  If  you 
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recall,  the  tokens  appeared  because  of  a shortage  of  U.S. 
coinage  INCLUDING  the  copper-nickel  cent.  This  put  cop- 
per-nickel into  the  expensive  category  for  two  reasons:  1)  it 
was  quite  scarce,  and  2)  if  a U.  S.  cent  was  used  for  a plan- 
chet  and  the  token  overstruck,  the  cost  to  make  this  piece  has 
definitely  exceeded  its  "face  value".  Thus,  on  the  basis  of 
economics  alone,  the  material  of  a token  can  place  it  in  either 
class  1 or  class  2 without  recourse  to  any  other  criteria. 

A second  criteria  for  class  2 tokens  is  a collector  strike 
which  may  occur  in  any  material  and  thus  cross  the  class  1-2 
line  and  bring  some  class  1 materials  into  the  class  2 grouping 
by  virtue  of  special  strikes.  In  reference  1,  it  was  argued  that 
to  make  a "double  header"  token  of  the  same  die  obv  & rev 
both  in  relief  genre,  a two  strike  process  with  a turning  over  of 
the  token  planchet  was  the  most  likely  procedure.  Since  in 
the  1860's  minting  was  a hand  operated  coin  press  rather 
than  the  high  speed  automated  process  of  today,  it  is 
extremely  unlikely  that  the  planchet  could  have  "flipped  over” 
on  its  own.  The  conclusion,  therefore,  is  that  it  had  help,  and 
a special  strike  produced  a collector  "show  pony".  Reference 
3)  lists  51  such  die  combinations  and  reference  4)  added  4 
more  bringing  the  total  to  55  for  the  Patriotic  series. 

A second  type  of  "double  header",  however,  is  a naturally 
occurring  error  during  a production  strike  when  a struck  token 
adheres  to  one  of  the  dies  and  becomes  the  "die”  for  subse- 
quent strikes.  This  is  called  a capped  die  and  produces  a full 
brockage  strike  when  all  of  the  token  is  in  contact  with  the 
planchet  for  the  next  strike. 

This  brockage  piece  in  class  1 materials  I consider  to  be  a 
class  one  token  because  the  INTENT  of  the  production  run 
was  to  produce  tokens  for  commerce,  and  worn  brockage 
pieces  attest  to  their  use  in  commerce.  While  it  can  be  pointed 
out  that  this  type  of  strike  could  certainly  be  made  for  a col- 
ector, the  preponderance  of  these  full  brockage  strikes  are  in 
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class  1 materials.  The  same  strike  in  a class  2 material  would 
sway  my  opinion  of  that  piece  to  class  2 because  of  the 
material  involved  and  the  procedures  in  place  for  a collector 
strike. 

References  3)  & 4)  also  list  several  entries  as  "flip  over, 
double  strike."  In  my  opinion,  these  are  also  "show  ponies" 
since  the  nature  of  the  minting  operation  (eg:  hand  operated 
and  labor  intensive)  would  argue  against  an  "accidental"  flip 
over.  That  would  not  be  true  in  today's  minting  processses, 
however,  where  everything  is  automated,  and  an  unassisted 
"flip  over"  could  occur. 

Also  listed  in  references  3)  & 4)  are  a number  of  strikes 
over  other  tokens,  both  patriotic  and  store  card,  as  well  as 
U.S.  coinage  and  foreign  coinage.  Once  again,  in  the  cases 
of  the  token  overstrikes  ("POP"s  and  "POSC"s),  I tend  to  view 
these  as  class  2 pieces  even  though  they  may  be  on  class  1 
planchets.  The  reasoning  for  this  is  that  the  hand  operated 
machinery  should  allow  time  to  notice  a struck  token  waiting  to 
be  struck  again,  and  to  take  appropriate  measures  to  remove 
it.  I believe  a similar  argument  exists  for  strikes  over  U.  S. 
and  foreign  coinage,  plus  planchet  size  differences,  plus  class 
2 planchets.  To  my  way  of  thinking,  these  arguments  add  up 
to  "show  ponies"  struck  specifically  for  collectors.  It  is  irrefu- 
tably obvious  that  some  of  the  overstrikes  ended  up  in  circu- 
lation because  of  the  wear  they  exhibit.  I contend  that  this 
occurred  because  of  error  after  producing  the  piece  rather 
than  a conscious  thought  during  its  birth  that  it  would  be  other 
than  a collecter  specimen. 

In  summary,  I believe  that  all  types  of  civil  war  tokens  can 
be  divided  into  pieces  intended  for  commerce  (class  1),  and 
pieces  intended  for  the  collector  (class  2),  the  latter  including 
most  of  the  off-materials  and  most  of  the  "error"  strikes.  My 
beliefs  DO  NOT  say  that  class  2 CWTs  are  not  genuine 
CWTS,  but  only  that  they  were  made  for  collectors  rather  than 
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as  a medium  of  commerce  to  help  relieve  the  "hard  money" 
shortage  rampant  during  the  Civil  War.  There  is  a place  under 
the  "civil  war  token  umbrella"  to  embrace  many  thoughts  on 
just  what  you  consider  to  be  a requirement  to  qualify  as  a civil 
war  token.  With  this  flexibility  of  thought  concerning  CWTS,  it 
is  not  surprising  that  any  single  definition  of  a CWT  will  have 
it's  supporters  and  detractors,  and  unanimity  on  a definition 
may  be  a pipe  dream  for  the  collectors.

Each  of  the  two  dies  constituting  the  patriotic  token  260/447  is  not  muled  with 
any  other  dies.  It  can  be  found  in  many  different  metals  which  range  from  R7  to 
R9  in  rarity.  All  can  be  classified  as  rare  tokens  and  seldom  found  for  sale.  It  is 
safe  to  assume  that  both  obverse  and  reverse  form  a unity  or  fit  together.  This 
token  uses  both  sides  to  express  a specific  message  or  idea.  What  exactly  does  it 
refer  to?  This  is  what  I wish  to  explore. 

Die  260  has  the  word  "CONSTITUTION"  curving  over  its  upper  or  top  side 
with  the  date  “1861”  curving  around  its  underside  with  three  stars  on  either  side  of 
the  date  and  in  the  center  is  pictured  a scroll  with  part  of  the  preamble  to  the  Con- 
stitution, written  in  script,  which  can  be  read  in  high  quality  (condition)  tokens. 

Die  447  has  the  commanding  slogan  "Concession  Before  Secession",  and 
emblaszoned  over  and  under  the  central  word  "Before"  is  to  be  found  an  artistic 
floral  design. 

In  the  Official  Guide  to  Confederate  Money  & Civil  War  Tokens  by  Grover 
Criswell  and  Herb  Romerstein  can  be  found  this  same  token,  260/447,  pictured, 
with  this  brief  commentary,  "Unpatriotic  by  Scovill  - Before  the  outbreak  of  war, 
the  Copperhead  slogan  was  "Concession  Before  Secession". 

I accepted  this  idea  that  this  was  a copperhead  token,  and  until  now  thought 
little  about  it  other  than  I really  wanted  to  own  it  because  of  the  bold  statement 
expressed.  As  I pondered  the  message  and  the  date  “1861”,  something  did  not 
ring  true.  By  1861,  South  Carolina  was  already  out  of  the  Union,  officially 
seceded,  and  other  states  were  following.  That  being  the  case,  what  concessions 
could  the  South  want  from  the  North?  Perhaps  this  is  a Southern  token  which 
intimates  that  if  the  North  properly  interpreted  the  Constitution,  ignored  the 
whole  slavery  question,  left  the  South  alone,  and  agreed  with  States'  Rights  there 
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would  be  no  secession,  and  the  primary  cause  of  secession  is  to  be  placed  firmly 
with  the  North. 

Lincoln  was  the  President-Elect  and  most  of  the  Southerners  could  not  tol- 
erate that  situation  either.  Then  1 thought  maybe  this  was  a Northern  token  that 
was  saying  in  sarcasm  or  derision,  "What  do  you  mean,  "Concession  before 
Secession",  you  have  already  seceded?"  Should  the  presidential  election  be 
declared  invalid  also?  The  six  stars  could  possibly  represent  the  six  Confederate 
states.  I really  don't  believe  this  a strong  possibility  that  this  is  a pro  North 
token. 


The  North  and  the  South  were  two  very  different  and  distinct  entities.  The 
North  was  primarily  industrial  and  urban,  while  the  South  was  agricultural  and 
basically  rural.  Farming  in  the  North  was  done  by  free  workers,  while  the  South 
depended  on  slavery.  The  Constitution  did  not  mention  the  word  "slave",  so  a 
strict  interpretation  of  the  Constitution  by  the  South  meant  that  slavery  was  a 
State's  right  to  administer,  while  those  advocating  equality  felt  that  civil  rights  fell 
in  the  domain  of  the  Federal  government.  Then  there  was  the  issue  of  the  invio- 
lability of  the  Union  and  the  sacred  right  of  secession,  all  gigantic  problems  which 
finally  resulted  in  a civil  war. 


John  J.  Crittenden,  Senator  of 
Kentucky,  proposed  a last  ditch 
compromise  to  reverse  Southern 
secession. 


In  December,  1860,  South  Carolina  adopted  the  Ordinance  of  Secession  and 
became  the  first  state  to  secede  from  the  Union.  In  February,  1861,  six  states  met 
in  Montgomery,  Alabama,  and  established  a new  nation.  The  Confederate  States 
of  America.  Jefferson  Davis  was  elected  President  and  Alexander  Stephens 
elected  Vice-President.  Could  it  be  that  the  six  stars  in.  die  260  refers  to  the  six 
states  that  met  in  Montgomery,  Alabama  to  form  the  Confederate  States  of 
America? 
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At  the  same  time  the  Confederacy  was  being  initiated,  there  were  a number  of 
compromise  measures  being  introduced  into  Congress,  but  they  received  little 
support  from  both  the  Democrats  and  the  Republicans.  The  only  compromise 
(concessions)  that  merited  some  real  consideration  was  called  the  Crittenden 
Compromise. 


December  20,  1860,  South 
Carolina  passed  the 
Secession  Ordinance.  The 
first  state  to  secede. 
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o dissolve  the  Union  between  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  and  other  States  united 
with  her  under  the  compact  entitled,  “The 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America.'1 
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We,  the  People  of  the  State  of  8outh  Oarofina,  in 
Convention  assembled,  do  declare  and  ordain, 
and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained, 
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In  1 860,  Senator  Crittenden,  of  Kentucky  drew  up  six  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  to  save  the  Union.,  Slavery  was  to  be  prohibited  in  all  national  terri- 
tory now  held  "or  hereafter  acquired",  north  of  the  line  36°30’,  and  recognized 
and  protected  in  all  territory  south  of  that  line.  Congress  was  prohibited  from 
abolishing  slavery  in  places  within  national  jurisdiction  which  were  surrounded  by 
slave  states.  Slavery  was  not  to  be  abolished  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Con- 
gress was  denied  authority  to  interfere  with  the  interstate  slave  trade.  Slaveholders 
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prevented  from  recovering  fugitive  slaves  by  violence  were  to  be  compensated  by 
the  Federal  government.  No  future  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  to  affect 
the  five  preceding  articles  or  give  Congress  the  right  to  abolish  slavery  in  the 
states.  Crittenden  also  recommended  repeal  of  the  personal  liberty  laws  and 
enforcement  of  the  fugitive  slave  laws.  Could  it  be  that  the  six  stars  in  die  260 
referred  to  the  Crittenden  Compromise,  six  constitutional  amendments?  This 
appeared  to  be  the  very  last  opportunity  to  save  the  Union  - a last  chance  to  save 
the  Union. 

These  Crittenden  proposals  received  much  public  attention.  President  Van 
Buren  thought  that  the  six  amendments  could  be  ratified.  On  the  other  hand, 
President-Elect  Lincoln  could  not  endorse  the  extention  of  slavery  into  the  new 
territories,  but  could  go  along  with  maintaining  slavery  in  the  slave  states.  Lincoln 
also  agreed  that  the  fugitige  slave  laws  should  be  strictly  enforced.  These  pro- 
posals, however,  never  got  out  of  committee,  but  Crittenden  did  not  give  up.  He 
wanted  a referendum  to  be  submitted  to  the  people.  Much  of  the  press  favored  his 
proposals,  but  the  radicals  in  the  North  opposed  them,  as  did  the  extremists  in  the 
South.  The  Republicans  in  the  main  opposed  these  moves  while  the  Democrats  in 
general  favored  them.  All  of  this  came  to  naught. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  token  could  be  classified  as  a border  state  token,  or 
perhaps  a middle  of  the  road  approach,  more  favorable  to  the  South  in  this  North- 
South  dilemma,  it  came  after  the  fact,  too  late  to  stop  the  fast  approaching  civil 
war  that  finally  did  erupt  shortly  thereafter.  I believe  this  token  refers  to  the  Crit- 
tenden Constitutional  Amendments  that  failed  passage  in  the  Senate  in  early  1861. 

1 think  it  was  a failed  effort  to  put  an  end  to  secession  and  halt  the  march  to  full 
warfare.  An  interesting  aside  to  all  this:  of  Senator  Crittenden's  three  sons,  two  of 
them  served  the  Union  and  one  the  Confederacy.  How  should  a father  react  to  this 
situation?

REPORT  ON  AUCTION  #108 

We  had  251  lots  offered  which  attracted  92  bidders,  who  submitted 
1195  bids.  The  bidder  success  rate  was  69%,  which  was  significantly 
higher  than  the  last  auction.  We  had  14  No  Bid  lots.  Gross  sales  were 
$7781 .52,  which  will  net  the  Society  around  $778.00. 

The  winners  in  the  popularity  race  are  as  follows:  First  place  (18  Bids) 
went  to  Lot  48  (Store  Card)  MI225BI-1  a;  second  place  (16  Bids)  went  to 
Lots  36  (Store  Card)  MI160C-1a;  third  place  (15  Bids)  went  to  Lot  17 
(Store  Card)  IN460F-2;  tied  for  fourth  and  fifth  place  were  lot  52  (Store 
Card)  MI320A-1  b and  Lot  61  (Store  Card)  MI530G-2a,  each  with  14  bids. 
This  is  the  first  time  I have  not  seen  any  Patriotics  in  the  top  5 and  it  was 
nearly  a clean  sweep  for  Ml  Store  Cards.  I want  to  remind  all  bidders  of 
the  $4.00  minimum  bid,  unless  otherwise  posted.  Also  remember  that 
PAYMENTS  ARE  DUE  UPON  RECEIPT.

ling  Rachootin  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:05  pm,  and  asked  all  present 
to  identify  themselves  to  the  others.  Sterling  then  asked  Dale  to  report  on 
the  nominations  for  the  1999-2000  term  for  all  of  the  officers  and  half  of  the 
Board  of  Governors.  Dale  reported  that  there  was  only  one  person  nomin- 
ated for  each  of  the  open  positions,  therefore,  no  ballot  was  necessary  per 
parliamentary  procedure.

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Sanitary  Fair  Storecards 
and  the  U.S.  Sanitary  Commission

Among  the  many  activities  in  which  women  were  involved  during  the 
War  Between  the  States  (see:  CWTJ  Vol.  30,  #2,  Summer,  1996  --  “Mary 
W.  Lee  and  the  Union  Volunteer  Refreshment  Saloon”),  was  the  formation 
of  "...the  Women’s  Central  Association  for  relief  or  the  W.C.A.R.  Many 
small  organizations  for  the  help  of  wounded  and  sick  soldiers  had  been 


A few  of  the  21,000  wounded  left  behind  at  Gettysburg  when 
the  war  moved  on.  For  weeks  after  the  battle,  the  whole  area 
was  a vast  hospital.  Army  medical  services  were  hard  put  to 
cope  with  such  huge  numbers,  but  they  received  consider- 
able help  from  the  civilian  Sanitary  Commission,  a forerun- 
ner of  the  Red  Cross. 
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formed  in  late  1861  and  early  1862.  The  W.C.A.R.  was  an  umbrella  organi- 
zation which  coordinated  the  work  of  the  smaller  groups  and  became  the 
nucleus  of  the  United  States  Sanitary  Commission  or  the  “Sanitary”  as  it 
became  to  be  called.  (McPherson) 

The  Battle  of  Gettysburg  alone  left  behind  over  21,000  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers.  (Macdonald)  To  get  a small  idea  of  the  plight  faced  by 
these  wounded  men  it  is  important  to  note  that  at  the  time  many  of  them 
were  treated  by  “...surgeons  (who)  knew  of  few  ways  except  amputation  to 
stop  gangrene.”  (McPherson)  Webb  Garrison  in  A Treasury  of  Civil  War 
Tales  relates  a scene  most  likely  heard  about  by  the  women  (and  men) 
interested  in  helping  the  wounded: 

Surgeons  tried  to  have  their  operating  tables  placed  in  the 
open  where  the  light  was  best.  Some  of  them  were  partially  pro- 
tected against  the  rain  by  tarpaulins  or  blankets  stretched  across 
poles. 

There  stood  the  surgeons,  their  sleeves  rolled  up  to  their 
elbows,  their  bare  arms  as  well  as  their  linen  aprons  smeared 
with  blood,  their  knives  not  seldom  held  between  their  teeth, 
while  they  were  helping  a patient  on  or  off  the  table.  A man 
already  under  the  influence  of  opium  was  given  ether,  if  it  was 
available.  The  surgeon  snatched  his  knife  from  between  his 
teeth,  wiped  it  once  twice  across  his  apron,  and  the  cutting 
began.  When  the  amputation  was  concluded,  the  surgeon  would 
look  around  with  a sigh  and  cry,  “Next!”  (Garrison) 

Tales  such  as  this  no  doubt  spurred  the  efforts  of  the  W.C.A.R.  and 
eventually  resulted  in  a series  of  “sanitary  fairs”  which  were  held  during  the 
spring  and  summer  of  1864.  These  fairs  which  were  held  to  support  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  wounded  and  sick  soldiers,  were  each  commem- 
orated by  store  cards. 


Civil  War  store  card  NY630BJ  reminded  the  person  attending  “The 
Great  Fair  of  the  Sanitary  Commission”  in  May,  that  "Blessed  is  the  Giver." 

This  token  occurs  with  a George  Washington  obverse  and  is  available  in 
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copper  at  rarity  4.  Its  rarity  number  belies  its  availability,  however.  Is  it 
because  of  its  unique  status  in  the  vast  New  York  City  series? 


A rather  large  number  of  cards  (up  to  28  different  varieties)  were 
struck  to  note  the  fair  held  in  Philadelphia  the  next  month.  PA750L  has  the 
simplest  design  of  the  fair  store  cards.  The  copper  version  of  this  card  is 
readily  available  in  extra  fine  or  better  and  is  listed  at  rarity  1.  It  also  occurs 
in  silver  and  probably  is  the  most  obtainable  of  any  store  card  which  is  in 
this  metal.  The  silver  version  is  rarity  5. 


In  August,  1864,  Massachusetts  held  its  “great  fair.”  Nantucket’s 
token,  MA530A,  promised  that  "God  loveth  a cheerful  giver.”  The  token 
specifically  states  that  this  fair  was  given  "in  and  of  the  U.S.  Sanitary  Com- 
mission.” It  is  a very  straightforward  looking  token  with  an  obverse  that  is 
similar  to  the  previous  tokens  (George  Washington).  It  is  also  available  in 
copper  with  the  same  rarity  rating  as  the  750L  Philadelphia  silver  version.  It 
is  the  only  one  of  the  four  tokens  in  which  the  U.S.  Sanitary  Commission  is 
referred  to  by  its  full  title.  The  references  on  the  other  three  are:  “Sanitary 
Commission”  (NY);  "Sanitary  Fair”  (OH);  "Great  Central  Fair”  (PA). 
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A curious  fourth  type  of  sanitary  fair  store  card  is  listed  for  Ohio.  No 
month  is  specified  on  this  card,  but  since  July,  1864,  wasn’t  taken  could  the 
fair  have  been  held  then?  This  “date  maverick”  card,  OH905C,  is  the  rarest 
of  the  four.  It  occurs  in  copper  (R8)  and  brass  (R7).  With  its  lack  of  a date 
and  very  patriotic  reverse,  it  is  the  most  enigmatic  token  in  this  short  series. 
The  card  states  that  it  is  to  be  “a  momento  of  the  Sanitary  Fair.” 

Despite  the  best  efforts  of  the  W.C.A.R.  and  the  U.S.  Sanitary  Com- 
mission, getting  citizens  to  give  both  their  money  and  support  were  only  two 
of  the  problems  faced  in  this  great  project.  Bruce  Catton  writes  in  A Still- 
ness at  Appomattox  that: 

“As  usual  there  were  complaints  that  not  all  of  the  goods  sent 
down  for  Christian  and  Sanitary  Commission  workers  to  distrib- 
ute to  the  soldiers  ever  actually  reached  the  men  for  whom  they 
were  intended.  A soldier  detailed  as  hospital  orderly  said  grafters 
and  scroungers  got  most  of  these  delicacies...”  (Catton) 

The  tokens  described  are  but  four  of  the  many  hundreds  listed  in  U.S. 
Civil  War  Store  Cards.  The  events  they  commemorate,  the  various  sanitary 
fairs,  were  held  during  a pivotal  year  of  the  war  in  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts  and  Ohio.  In  addition  to  raising  funds  and  providing  goods 
for  the  wounded  and  sick  these  fairs  supported  and  enhanced  the  efforts  of 
the  U.S.  Sanitary  Commission  --  a forerunner  of  the  Red  Cross.  They  form 
part  of  a group  which  directly  relates  to  the  soldiers  that  fought  and  died  in 
the  War  Between  the  States.

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“SHIP”  or  “SHOP”?

In  June  while  attending  the  New  England  Antiquarian  Book  Fair  my  eye 
came  across  a familiar  illustration,  a hand-cranked  grinding  wheel  of  the 
exact  type  depicted  on  a well-known  Civil  War  token  issued  by  D.E. 
Stearns,  maker  of  grindstones  and  harvester  knives  in  Berea,  OH.  The 
Berea  pieces  are  listed  by  Fuld  as  OH-74-1  through  15. 

Among  these  is  OH-74-A-3,  which  reads:  FAMILY  / & / SHIP  / REAPER 
/ & MOWER  / MOUNTED  / GRINDSTONES.  This  commercial  die  has  also 
been  added  to  the  patriotic  series  as  Fuld  522. 

The  illustration  in  question,  reproduced  on  the  next  page,  is  part  of  a 
small  broadside  advertisement  for  F.M.  Stearns  & Co.,  manufacturer  of 
grindstones  in  Berea,  Ohio.  Unfortunately,  the  advertisement  was  not 
dated,  but  I judge  it  is  from  the  late  19th  century,  as  across  the  top  is 
proudly  noted,  “Established  in  1851,"  something  that  F.M.  Stearns  & Co. 
would  not  have  featured  if  the  advertisement  had  been  prepared  in,  say, 
1 860  or  some  short  time  after  1851. 

Readers  of  this  article  will  recognize  the  illustration  of  the  hand-turned 
grindstone,  as  shown  at  the  right  side  of  the  advertisement,  to  be  the  same 
as  found  on  two  Civil  War  store  card  obverse  dies  associated  with  D.E. 
Stearns,  maker  of  grindstones  and  harvester  knives.  A related  die  with 
grindstone  motif  is  associated  with  another  family  member,  Charles  W. 
Stearns  of  Cleveland,  who  also  issued  store  cards  (OH-175-0). 

No  doubt  F.M.  Stearns  of  Berea  had  some  connection  to  D.E.  Stearns. 
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Established  in  1851.

Perhaps  the  present  article  and  accompanying  illustration  will  prompt  some 
further  research  on  the  subject,  building  upon  what  was  said  in  an  excellent 
article,  “The  Grindstone  Store  Cards,”  by  Thomas  P.  Gardner,  JCWTS,  Fall 
1989,  which  commented  that  Daniel  M.  Stearns  was  a pioneer  in  the  Berea 
sandstone  business,  and  that  D.E.  Stearns  may  have  been  one  of  his  sons, 
David. 
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Not  much  has  been  located  concerning  the  business  of  D.E.  Stearns, 
and  his  Berea  token  is  perhaps  the  most  important  reminder  we  have  of  his 
one-time  success.  However,  I suspect  that  a few  hours  spent  in  a historical 
library  in  Berea  would  reveal  all. 

The  present  advertisement  notes  that  F.M.  Stearns  offered  deliveries 
on  the  C.C.&C.  and  C.&  T.  railroad  lines  which  connected  to  Berea.  Per- 
haps a source  for  railroad  history  would  pinpoint  what  dates  these  lines 
were  in  operation. 

It  has  been  thought  that  “SHIP”  on  the  D.E.  Stearns  die  was  an  error  for 
“SHOP,”  but  the  present  advertisement  specifically  mentions  “SHIP 
GRINDSTONES,”  tending  to  confirm  that,  indeed,  the  die  cutter  of  the  token 
was  correct.  One  can  imagine  that  a handy  grindstone  such  as  that  made 
by  Stearns  would  find  much  use  aboard  lake  steamers  operating  in  and  out 
of  nearby  Cleveland  and  other  Great  Lakes  ports.

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Historical  Study  of 

Our  Little  Monitor 

Everett  K.  Cooper 


Tokens 


March  9,  1862. ..the  first  major  technological  innovation  in  warfare 
of  the  American  Civil  War  occurred  in  the  waters  of  Hampton  Roads  near 
Norfolk,  Virginia.  The  duel  of  the  ironclads:  the  USS  MONITOR  versus  the 
CSS  VIRGINIA  (Merrimack).  In  a Hollywood-like  action  the  USS  MONITOR 
arrives  from  Brooklyn,  New  York,  at  the  moment  of  crisis,  to  challenge  the 
CSS  VIRGINIA  to  a muzzle  to  muzzle  duel. 


The  meeting  of  these  two  iron  vessels  marked  the  end  of  naval 
warfare  with  wooden  ships  but  they  were  an  odd  couple.  The  agricultural 
South,  lacking  in  industrial  resources,  salvaging  the  burned  USS  MERRI- 
MACK and  improvising  to  make  her  into  the  behemoth  ironclad  CSS 
VIRGINIA.  The  bountiful  resources  of  the  North  taking  the  designs  of 
Swedish  John  Ericsson  to  produce  the  strange  “cheesebox  on  a raft” 
named  the  USS  MONITOR,  towed  unfinished  to  the  contest  in  Hampton, 
Roads,  Virginia. 

Today  this  naval  encounter  is  a prominent  page  in  the  history  of  our 
country.  For  Civil  War  token  collectors  it  is  also  commemorated  in  a small 
group  of  patriotic  Civil  War  tokens  (Fuld  237  to  241).  However,  this  com- 
memoration is  possibly  not  for  the  victory  in  this  encounter  with  the  CSS 
VIRGINIA  but  rather  in  memorial  of  the  later  accidental  sinking  of  the  USS 
MONITOR.  Those  words  OUR  LITTLE  MONITOR  reflect  more  of  the 
pathos  of  sadness  rather  than  the  joy  of  triumph. 

Only  two  patriotic  token  designs  honor  a direct  clash  of  the 
opposing  parties  of  the  four  year  epoch  event  in  our  nations  history.  These 
are  the  MONITOR  tokens  and  the  HERO  OF  PEA  RIDGE  tokens  (Fuld 
180).  The  "Hero  of  Pea  Ridge"  tokens  were  produced  by  the  brother  (E. 
Sigel)  of  the  so-called  hero  (Gen.  F.  Sigel)  and  struck  to  appeal  to  a large 
ethnic  group.  Why  the  token  designers  and  producers  were  not  motivated 
to  issue  tokens  honoring  such  momentous  victories  as  Fort  Donelson, 
Shiloh,  Antietam,  Gettysburg,  or  Vicksburg  remains  a mystery.  The  timeli- 
ness of  the  historical  event  and  the  date  of  the  token  is  apparently  not  a 
critical  factor  in  designing  and  producing  such  tokens  in  the  aftermath  of  the 
event. 


There  are  eleven  different  obverse/reverse  Fuld  catalog  number 
combinations  (not  including  metal  varieties)  of  the  MONITOR  tokens.  Of 
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these  eleven,  five  are  dated  1863,  four  dated  1864,  and  two  carry  no  date. 
For  a historical  perspective  the  clash  of  these  two  modern  monsters  was  on 
March  9,  1862.  The  MONITOR  later  sank  in  a storm  off  Cape  Hatteras, 
North  Caolina,  on  December  31,  1862.  A life-span  for  this  vessel  of  less 
than  a year. 

Thus,  all  the  dated  tokens  are  after  the  battle  and  after  the  found- 
ering of  this  ironclad  with  the  loss  of  sixteen  lives.  The  undated  two  tokens 
both  have  an  earlier  patriotic  slogan  attributed  to  Andrew  Jackson,  which 
precludes  dating.  Thus  their  time  of  issue  can  only  be  limited  to  sometime 
after  October  25,  1861,  when  construction  began.  Except  for  the  possibility 
of  the  two  undated  tokens  being  issued  during  the  construction  period,  the 
MONITOR  tokens  were  struck  in  the  aftermath  of  the  dual  1862  events  of 
the  engagement  and  the  sinking  and  to  commemorate  either  or  both 
events. 


The  first  of  what  became  the  MONITOR-class  ironclads  was  affec- 
tionately called  a “cheesebox  on  a raft”  based  on  its  external  appearance. 
Construction  of  this  prototype  began  on  October  25,  1861,  at  the  Conti- 
nental Iron  Works,  owned  by  Thomas  F.  Rowland,  in  Greenpoint,  Brooklyn, 
New  York.  It  was  launched  on  January  30,  1862,  to  be  finished  afloat  and  to 
be  sure  she  would  not  sink.  Not  completely  finished,  he  was  hastily  taken 
under  tow  on  March  6,  1862,  for  her  battle  rendezvous  in  the  waters  of 
Hampton  Roads,  near  Norfolk,  three  days  later.  Later  that  year  she  was 
again  taken  under  tow  destined  for  Port  Royal,  South  Carolina.  However,  in 
heavy  seas  of  the  “graveyard  of  the  Atlantic,"  she  sank  on  December  31, 
1862,  off  Cape  Hatteras.

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The  MONITOR  was  172  feet  in  length,  over  41  feet  in  the  beam, 
and  had  a draft  of  a little  over  10  feet.  As  a small  vessel  her  draft  varied 
with  the  consumption  of  coal,  water,  and  ammunition.  The  freeboard  was 
only  13  inches  which  gave  her  a low  silhouette  providing  an  advantage  in 
battle  but  proved  to  be  deadly  when  traveling  in  rough  seas.  Most  of  the 
exposed  deck  fittings,  such  as  smoke  stack,  blower  pipes,  metal  ladder, 
hand  rail  and  awning  fittings,  were  removed  when  combat  was  imminent. 
The  twenty  foot  revolving  turret,  a unique  feature,  contained  two  11”  guns. 
This  allowed  a 360-degree  aiming,  with  certain  restrictions,  of  the  guns 
without  time  consuming  maneuvering  of  the  vessel. 

Steering  was  done  from  a protruding  pilot  house  close  to  the  bow. 
The  pilot  house  was  exposed  by  only  three  feet  10  inches  above  the  deck 
with  the  remainder  being  below  deck  level.  From  the  inside  a one-inch  slit 
was  the  only  vision  allowed  the  pilot  and  captain. 

Two  coal-fired  boilers  fed  two  cylinders  enclosed  in  a single  cast- 
ing. The  single  propeller  was  protected  in  an  enclosed  cut-out  of  the  hull. 

A crew  of  58  was  aboard  at  the  time  of  her  historic  encounter.  The 
cost  of  construction  was  $280,000. 


The  details  of  the  MONITOR  on  the  tokens  is  not  sharp  enough  to 
be  critical  of  die  faithfulness  to  the  vessel.  The  plans  show  the  turret  cen- 
tered on  the  hull.  On  three  tokens  (Fuld  237,  238,  and  239)  it  is  off  center 
and  too  far  forward.  On  two  tokens  (Fuld  240  and  241)  it  is  off  center  and 
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positioned  to  the  rear.  The  three  forward  turrets  also  shows  what  has  to  be 
smoke  from  the  guns  as  boiler  smoke  would  be  to  the  rear.  The  two  with 
turrets  to  the  rear  (these  tokens  do  not  have  the  words  OUR  LITTLE  MONI- 
TOR) have  no  smoke  but  do  have  “blobs”  possibly  representing  smoke  and 
blower  pipes  but  they  should  be  on  the  other  side  of  the  turret.  These  differ- 
ences abide  the  attribution  in  the  Fuld  catalog  of  token  die-sinker/manufac- 
turer. With  the  turret  forward  group  attributed  to  W(aterbury)  B(utton)  Com- 
pany) and  H.D.  Higgins  and  the  turret  rear  group  attributed  to  C.D.  Horter.

Why  did  three  different  token  manufacturers,  located  in  different 
geographical  areas,  all  choose  to  produce  a MONITOR  token  of  a similar 
design?  Why  not  may  be  the  simplest  answer.  The  advent  of  industrial-age 
iron-clad  warships  may  have  prevented  the  South  from  achieving  the 
destruction  of  the  blockade  of  their  ports  and  gaining  foreign  recognition. 
This  truly  was  a major  victory  for  the  North.  Or  that  the  simplicity  of  the  die 
may  have  appealed  to  the  die-sinker.  However,  the  nagging  question  per- 
sists as  to  why  no  major  battlefield  victory  was  honored  on  a "patriotic” 
token.  Certainly  the  mid-1863  victories  at  Gettysburg  or  Vicksburg  or  the 
winning  generals  of  those  battles  could  have  been  a suitable  subject  for 
tokens.  In  consideration  that  during  the  same  time  period,  1863-1864,  most 
of  the  MONITOR  tokens  were  issued.  The  Northern  elation  in  mid-year  of 
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1863  certainly  was  a potential  fertile  field  for  “patriotic”  token  military  sub- 
jects but  somehow  they  never  materialized. 

We  can  assume  that  assignment  of  a rarity  classification  for  each 
token  is  an  indication  of  the  number  that  were  originally  produced  during 
the  war  years.  Further  assuming  that  those  we  assign  rarity  numbers  of  R-1 
and  R-2  were  by  their  apparent  greater  numbers  the  “bread  and  butter” 
produc-tions.  These  are  summarized  below.

This  tabulation  reinforces  the  idea  that  the  MONITOR  tokens  did 
provide  recognition  of  the  successful  role  of  the  U.S.  Navy  in  a conflict  that 
was  dominated  by  land  battles.  The  shallow  draft  MONITOR-style  iron- 
clads gave  excellent  service  in  the  inland  waterways.  In  1863  three  MONI- 
TOR-class  iron-clads,  with  appropriate  improvements,  were  added  to  the 
Mississippi  River  fleet.  In  1864  an  additional  five  joined  the  fleet  and  three 
more  were  added  in  1865.

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Where  are  Those  Old  Michigan  Towns? 


Paul  Cunningham 

In  looking  through  some  old  articles  in  the  “new”  Reprint  volumes,  I 
came  across  Sterling  Rachootin’s  “Riddles  to  be  Solved  or  How  Did  These 
Towns  Disappear?”  This  article,  appearing  in  the  Fall,  1983,  Journal,  listed 
four  cities  in  Michigan  which  had  CWT  issuers  but  no  present  discernible 
locations. 

My  initial  reaction  was  “This  will  be  a piece  of  cake!”  and  it  was 

because  I had  a copy  Walter  Romig’s  Michigan  Place  Names.  This  is  a 

brief  descriptions  of  thousands  of  Michigan  cities,  towns,  burgs,  places  and 
forks  in  the  road!  This  is  what  I found  about  four  cities  that  Sterling  could 
not  find  on  modern  atlases. 

Atlas.  Land  was  purchased  in  Genesee  County  in  1830  and  the 
original  settlement  was  known  as  Davisonville  in  1836;  Renamed  Atlas  in 
1854,  it  must  have  had  a brief  history.  It  is  now  a ghost  town. 

East  Saginaw.  The  early  history  of  East  Saginaw  is  woven  into  the 
fabric  of,  not  surprisingly,  Saginaw  City.  Fort  Saginaw  stood  at  the  location 
in  1822.  Called  Sagina  at  first,  East  Saginaw  was  platted  in  1823.  It 
became  Saganaw  in  1831,  and  Saganaw  City  by  1837.  East  Saginaw 
began  building  in  1850  and  became  a “city”  in  1857.  It  consolidated  with 

South  Saginaw  in  1873  and  was  annexed  by  or  merged  with  Saginaw  City 

in  1889.  The  East  Saginaw  post  office  opened  in  1851  and  was  renamed 
Saginaw  East  Side  in  1892  and  Saginaw  in  1898. 

Salina.  Also  located  in  Saginaw  County,  on  the  site  of  the  dis- 
covery of  salt  in  1860,  this  village  was  laid  out  and  renamed  Salina,  to  avoid 
confusion  with  the  town  of  Saline,  in  Washtenaw  County.  Its  post  office  was 
opened  in  1863  and  the  town  was  renamed  Spaulding.  Again  renamed 
South  Saginaw,  in  1866,  its  post  office  closed  in  1884. 

So  the  pasts  of  Salina,  East  Saginaw  and  Saginaw  City  all  come 
together  in  present  day  Saginaw,  thanks  to  Mr.  Walter  Romig.

July  1,  1997  - July  1,  1998 

During  the  past  year  51  specimen  were  examined  by  the  CWTS 
verification  service.  The  total  number  of  pieces  examined  during  the  past 
thirteen  years  now  exceeds  1,000  (1006).  Seventy-four  percent  (74%)  have 
been  found  to  be  unaltered  Civil  War  tokens.  There  continues  to  be  a 
significant  number  of  tokens  with  fabricated  blank  reverses  or  noncontem- 
porary silver  plating.  This  serves  as  a reminder  that  expensive  silver  tokens 
should  be  verified  by  specific  gravity  analysis  or  other  known  means.  Dur- 
ing the  year  nineteen  (19)  patriotic  tokens  were  certified,  twenty  (2)  store 
cards  were  seen,  and  twelve  (12)  other  specimens  were  examined.  Five  (5) 
Civil  War  tokens  which  are  presently  unlisted  were  encountered. 

Of  the  nineteen  (19)  patriotic  tokens,  two  (2)  were  found  to  have 
fabricated  blank  reverses.  One,  60-O-white  metal,  is  listed  as  an  R10  in  the 
Fuld  Patriotic  CWT  catalogue.  This  piece  has  a thick  planchet  with  heavy 
file  markings  across  the  reverse  and  a metal  over-hang  on  the  edge.  Five 
(5)  specimen  possessed  noncontemporary  silver  plating. 

Two  (2)  patriotic  CWTs  were  submitted  which  are  presently 
unlisted  in  the  Fuld  catalogue. 

1.  Fuld  69  - 366  copper.  A new  die  combination. 

2.  Fuld  174  - 400  copper.  A new  listing  for  this  combination  of 
dies. 

An  interesting  bimetallic  Fuld  19  - 396  was  examined.  The  obverse  and 
reverse  appear  to  be  brass  and  copper  separately.  This  is  thought  to  result 
from  an  abnormal  alloy  mixture  in  the  planchet  whereby  the  zinc  compo- 
nent is  more  concentrated  in  the  brass  planchet  side  of  the  token. 

Twenty  (20)  storecards  were  examined.  One  (1)  example  each  of 
noncontemporary  silver  plating  and  fabricated  blank  reverse  were  identi- 
fied. There  were  two  (2)  catalogue  errors  in  the  Fuld  storecard  catalogue 
noted. 

1.  Obverse  NY630M  - 6ao  and  the  reverse  of  630M  - 12ao  are 

actually  clashed  dies  and  not  “overstrike”  as  referred  to  in  the 

catalogue. 

2.  IL890A  - 1 has  the  Fuld  reverse  1106.  The  catalogue  mistakenly 

lists  the  reverse  as  1105. 

Additionally,  consultants  feel  that  the  rarity  for  MI525C  - 3a  is  more  accur- 
ately R3,  not  R9  as  listed.  Three  (3)  presently  unlisted  storecards  were 
examined. 
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1.  MI700D  - 4a.  This  token  has  been  known  previously  but 
unlisted.  It  is  MI700D  obverse  with  reverse  1099. 


2.  OH165EB  - 7a,  with  incuse  U.S.  Indian  cent  reverse  (see 
photo). 

3.  OH175C  - 10a1.  This  token  not  previously  listed  with  reeded 
edge. 

Twelve  (12)  other  specimens  were  examined  that  were  not  Civil 
War  tokens.  A fabricated  counterfeit  Fuld  51  - 334  was  found  to  be  copper 
plated  over  a lead  planchet.  Another  interesting  specimen,  thought  to  be  a 
fantasy  piece,  Incuse  19  - 247  over  320  - 247  C,  was  studied.  It  possesses 
a bent  planchet  with  irregular  circumferences  and  thickness  and  has  been 
previously  reported  in  the  CWTS  Journal  (Vol.  VII,  No.  3). 

Two  (2)  specimens  were  examined  that  were  noncontemporary 
(NC),  but  listed  in  the  Fuld  storecard  catalogue.  This  reminds  us  to  search 
the  additional  chapters  in  the  catalogue  for  identification  of  questionable 
tokens. 


An  undated  muling  of  Fuld  349A  with  an  unidentified  Washington 
portrait  die  “George  Washington  - Father  of  the  Country”  was  seen.  The 
dies  are  by  Key.  Charles  Warner,  Philadelphia,  had  the  349A  die  muled 
with  other  dies  in  1864  and  after  the  war.  Other  specimens  consisted  of 
trade  and  merchant  tokens,  a DeWitt  medal  and  an  Indian  peace  medal. 

Again,  thanks  to  David  Schenkman,  Steve  Tanenbaum  and  the 
Grellmans  for  their  assistance.  Additionally,  David  Bowers  furnished  photo- 
graphy assistance.  See  attached  scorecard  chart  for  a summary  of  the  past 
thirteen  years.

engraved  with  the  likeness  of  both  sides  of  a civil  war  token.  Victor  had 
made  a very  credible  copy  of  the  token  scribed  into  the  ivory.

1 .The  verification  service  is  presently  performed  at  no  charge  to  members 
of  the  CWTS.  In  the  future,  a charge  may  be  necessary  and  will  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  directors. 

2.  Examination  of  specimens  submitted  by  nonmembers  of  the  CWTS  will 
be  at  the  option  of  the  Verification  Officer. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  A stated  value  by  the  owner  is  required  for  each  specimen  submitted  to 
the  Service.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  return  insurance 
without  this  value  submitted.  All  specimens  will  be  returned  by  insured 
or  Registered  insured  mail. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  a 2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
Service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or 
cardboard,  stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against 
possible  damage  on  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from 
holder  by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination.

REPORT  ON  AUCTION  #109 


We  had  270  lots  offered  which  attracted  113  bidders,  who  sub- 
mitted 2302  bids  (well  over  1000  bids  more  than  Auction  108).  The  bidder 
success  rate  was  45%,  which  was  significantly  lower  than  I have  ever  seen. 
On  the  positive  side,  we  had  only  3 No  Bid  lots  and  1 Withdrawn  due  to 
misattribution.  Gross  sales  were  over  $11,400,  which  will  net  the  Society 
around  $1140.00.  This  is  by  far  the  highest  I have  seen.  All  in  all,  a very 
interesting  auction. 

The  winners  in  the  popularity  race  are  as  follows:  First  place  (17 
Bids)  went  to  Lot  43  (Store  Card)  MI225U-1a;  second  place  (16  Bids)  went 
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to  Lots  70  (Store  Card)  NJ350A-1a;  third  place  (15  Bids)  was  a tie  between 
Lot  268  (Patriotic)  226/321  a and  Lot  270  (Patriotic)  259/445a;  there  were 
many  lots  tied  for  5th  place,  too  many  to  mention.  I want  to  remind  all  bid- 
ders of  the  $4.00  minimum  bid,  unless  otherwise  posted.  Also  remember 
that  PAYMENTS  ARE  DUE  UPON  RECEIPT.

1.  As  you  read  this,  the  1999  dues  program  is  in  full  swing.  If  you  pay  on  a 
yearly  basis  and  did  not  receive  a renewal  invoice,  please  send  your 
renewal  dues  to  the  Secretary  directly,  and  I will  issue  a replacement 
membership  card  for  you.  No  matter  how  careful  you  are,  the  Post  Office 
manages  to  misplace  a few  renewals  every  year. 

2.  On  the  subject  of  the  Post  Office,  two  new  wrinkles  have  surfaced.  The 
first  concerns  a requirement  for  a complete  postal  address.  By  this  I 
mean  include  apartment  or  suite  numbers  in  addition  to  the  regular  street 
address  and  city,  state,  and  zip.  I have  had  Journals  returned  as  "undeliv- 
erable” all  because  of  a lack  of  apartment  number.  The  second  item  is 
Journals  that  are  returned  with  a yellow  sticker  normally  used  for  new 
address  purposes,  only  this  yellow  sticker  says  "temporarily  away,"  and 
the  Journal  is  returned  to  me.  This  is  not  too  bright  an  idea,  in  my  opinion, 
but  the  Post  Office  is  doing  it.  To  avoid  this  problem,  if  you  will  be  away  a 
short  time,  leave  a temporary  hold  on  your  mail  with  the  Post  Office.  This 
will  prevent  the  re-cycling  of  your  Journal  several  times,  and  will  avoid  the 
delays  inherent  in  the  Post  Office  approach.

THE  MEN  WHO  MADE  MILWAUKEE'S 
CIVIL  WAR  STORE  CARDS 


It  is  not  uncommon  to  see  the  phrase:  "struck  by  Mossin  & Marr"  in 
token  catalogs  and  articles  on  Wisconsin  Civil  War  tokens.  The  truth  of 
the  matter  is  that  Mossin  & Marr  didn't  strike  anything.  They  engraved 
the  dies  for  virtually  all  of  Milwaukee's  Civil  War  store  cards,  as  well  as 
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many  of  Wisconsin's,  but  they  did  not  coin  them.  Carl  Kleinsteuber 
minted  these  pieces  in  his  machine  shop  on  Tamarack  Street  in  Milwau- 
kee, and  he  was  in  charge  of  the  operation  - at  least  according  to  his  son, 
Monroe,
